CuratorJune 19 

The Western Mountains 
Chapter of the Maryland Na¬ 
tive Plant Society will hold its 
regular meeting at the Appa¬ 
lachian Laboratory in Frost- 
burg on Tuesday, June 19, at 
7 p.m The guest speaker will 
be Dr Donna Ford-Werntz, 
herbarium curator at West 
Virginia University Her pre¬ 
sentation, titled "What plant 
is that? - The XID system 
for plant identification," will 
begin immediately follow¬ 
ing a brief chapter meeting 
The public is welcome to 
attend. 

Dichotomous keys have 
a long history as the sci¬ 
entific standard for species 
identification, according to 
Ford-Werntz However, she 
says they have various draw¬ 
backs that limit their utility, 
especially for the amateur 
botanist. 

Dr. Ford-Werntz recently 
completed coding West Vir¬ 
ginia plant species character¬ 
istics into an XID software 
program The XID system, 
which she will demonstrate, 
allows user-directed identi¬ 
fication through unordered 
selection of taxon features 
Attendees may bring their 
favorite plant identification 
reference for comparison and 
discussion 

Ford-Werntz is a native 
of Cincinnati, where during 
her high school years she 
worked as a volunteer at 
the Cincinnati Zoo and at 
the University of Cincinnati 
herbarium. She received her 




to all who are interested in 
Maryland's native plants 
and their habitats. Preserving 
Maryland's natural heritage, 
increasing knowledge about 
native plants, and helping 
to further the society's mis¬ 
sion are its goals. MNPS 
sponsors monthly meetings, 
workshops, field trips, and an 
annual fall conference.

Required In New 
Maryland Homes 

The Garrett County com¬ 
missioners, in an effort to 
keep Garrett County residents 
informed of important state 
mandates, have announced 
that all new housing starts in 
Maryland, including Garrett 
Countv. will be requued to 
have fire sprinklers installed 
after Oct 1 

Gov. Martin O'Malley re¬ 
cently signed legislation that 
amends Maryland Building 
Performance Standards to 
prohibit local jurisdictions 
from excluding automatic fire 
sprinkler system requirements 
for townhouses and one- and 
two-family dwellings 

The commissioners met 
with Director John Nelson, 
Garrett County Department 
of Planning and Land Devel¬ 
opment, and Chief Jim Tor- 
nngton, Permits and Inspec- 
tionsDivision.lastTuesdayto 
review county building codes 
updates, which follow on the 
heels of Maryland's 2012 
edition of the International 
Residential Code. 

Every three years, Mary¬ 
land amends building stan¬ 
dards, which local jurisdic¬ 
tions typically adopt six 
months later; however, Gar¬ 
rett County will delay mak 
ing changes to its building 
code until the new sprinkler 
requirement takes effect. 

"The county cannot weak¬ 
en fire suppression require¬ 
ments," Nelson told the 
commissioners. 

He also said that the new 
sprinkler requirements "will 
drive up the costs of construc¬ 
tion significantly." 

There are exceptions to 
the new sprinkler law. One 
includes buildings without 
electricity, such as homes of 
Amish families who may shun 
modern conveniences. 

Two other exceptions are 
valid until Jan. 1,2016: A new 
dwelling unit does not require 
a sprinkler system if either (1) 
the lot was subject to a valid 
unexpired public works utility 
agreement executed before 
March 1,2011, or (2) the lot 
is served by an existing water 
line, installed before March 1, 
2011, that is less than one mch 
in size, approved, and owned 
by the water system whose 
mams are fully operational

Today is Flag Day in these United States, and the 
observance is somewhat more significant than usual in 
that this year marks the 200th anniversary of the War 
of 1812, a battle of which served as inspiration for 
the writing of the "Star-Spangled Banner" by Francis 
Scott Key. The history of Key and other significant 
events involving the United States flag have special 
meaning for folks who live in Maryland and, yes, even 
more for those of us who live in Garrett County. 

Key, a Marylander, penned the words of our na¬ 
tional anthem shortly after watching the bombard¬ 
ment of American forces at Fort McHenry during 
the Battle of Baltimore in 1814. Big doings are going 
on in Baltimore right now in observance of this mile¬ 
stone, as the Star-Spangled Sailabration, featuring 40 
tall ships, an aerial performance by the Blue Angels, 
fireworks, and music, is now under way. 

And who can forget the famous poem by John 
Greenleaf Whittier "Barbara Frietchie" (or more 
commonly, Fritchie), an elderly resident of Freder¬ 
ick, Maryland. The best known lines of that poem 
are ’"Shoot, if you must, this old gray head, but spare 
your country's flag,’ she said," followed by the re¬ 
sponse of General Stonewall Jackson to his troops, 
'"Who touches a hair of yon gray head, dies like a 
dog! March on!' he said." 

Jackson, by the way, was born in nearby Clarks¬ 
burg, W.Va. And Betsy Ross, the creator/seamstress 
of the original U.S. flag, resided in relatively nearby 
Philadelphia. 

But the far more personal connection between the 
Key family and Garrett County is that his grand¬ 
daughter purchased a house in Oakland, and for many 
nearly 100 years that house served as a summer get¬ 
away for many Key descendants. A piece found online 
and written by one descendant of Keys is as follows: 

"A very deep love for Oakland and Garrett County 
is born into, and inherited by. all the descendants of 
Francis Scott Key, who have spent their summers at 
79 Alder Street, and though for the past two years the 
present writer is the only member of the family to get 
there, and that, in all too short a stay, yet it is always 
with a deep sense of homecoming, of belonging in 
great part to Garrett County, that I return." Posted by 
Dave Tabler in May of last year. 

The house was purchased in 1870 by Francis Scott 
Key's granddaughter, Alice Key Howard, who was 
the daughter of Key's daughter Elizabeth. According 
to Tabler's post, the house was "bought from a man 
named Stabler" and was "a four-room hunting lodge 
with separate kitchens, standing in a dense grove of 
oaks." 

Many of Key's descendants actually died in Oak¬ 
land, the last one being his great-granddaughter Ju¬ 
lie McHenry Howard, who passed away at Garrett 
County Memorial Hospital in 1959. 

So, while all Americans - from shore to shore - can 
and should take great pride in our "stars and stripes” 
on this day, we here in Maryland - and in Garrett 
County - have an extra special connection to the flag's 
history. ' *

The Garrett County com¬ 
missioners are contemplating 
a land-use management or¬ 
dinance, which is effectively 
a zoning ordinance. The 
ordinance language has sev¬ 
eral problems for future wind- 
power projects. We are not in 
favor of zoning, but are very 
much in favor of more wind 
projects in Garrett County 
Two wind-power projects 
in southern Garrett County 
have proved successful, and 
more should built. 

Proposed setbacks from 
occupied structures are five 
times the hub height for each 
turbine not owned or leased 
by the project. The proposed 
language in the ordinance 
needs to be corrected to in¬ 
clude easements. A 1,200-foot 
setback is industry standard, 
and the turbine ordinance 
should be changed to 1,200 
.feet from occupied structures. 

Proposed setbacks from 
property lines - Turbines 
must be three times the hub 
height away from property 
lines of lots not owned or 
leased by the projects. 

Three times the hub height 
setbacks would almost assure 


no further wind projects in 
Garrett County, and so this 
must be changed The indus¬ 
try standard of "tip height" 
as a setback is 1.1 times tip 
height from unsigned prop¬ 
erty lines This means if the 
turbine were laid flat in any 
direction, it would not en¬ 
croach on any properties not 
signed with the project. 

Garrett should follow all 
other counties nearby that

I wonder why Queen Eliza¬ 
beth can’t put together four 
excellent carnage horses? 
Her carriage was pulled by 
two snowy white horses. The 
reason is that two are still too 
young to have turned white, 
so they are still medium gray. 

Our enjoyment of big dis¬ 
plays by the royalty is still 
loosely linked to our fondness 
for childhood fairy tales, and 
there is no better expression of 
the fairy tale idea than a white 
horse Thus, whoever made 
the decision about horses on 
this huge procession chose 
white, instead of chestnut, 
which is a much more com¬ 
mon color in the equine popu¬ 
lation, making it much easier 
to find matching chestnuts 

But if they could pull off 
a team of pure white horses, 
that would send a strong mes¬ 
sage to the world that they 
have unusual power. They 
would never choose to dye the 
coat of a non-perfect match. 
But what an ultra nuisance it 
is to have the duty of keeping 
a snowy white horse snowy 
white for an important public 
appearance 

I had that difficult task 
when 1 got assigned the care 
of Mink and Peale. Peale was 
about as snow white as pos¬ 
sible, except a pure albino She 
did have a normal skin color 
that was very dark, maybe 
black, and not pink as m the 
case of an albino like our Bit¬ 
tinger white stag. 

I think the tinv white fawn 
that my daughter Meredith 
saw in our barnyard had a 
normal eye color. Most likely 
that tiny fawn was an offspring 
of our white stag. 1 hope so. 
When Mere asked me if see¬ 
ing that rare creature was a 
sign of good luck for her, 1 told 
her it was probably as close to 
seeing a living unicorn as pos¬ 
sible. And a unicorn seems to 
have magical power, at least in 
mythology. But regardless, she 
was extremely lucky to have 
that experience 

This tiny rare creature will¬ 
ingly approached her when 
she held out her hand toward 
it. Then she watched it dash 
away toward the woods where 
its mother probably was wait¬ 
ing anxiously. In fact, the 
area around our house is a 
pretty safe place for most wild 
creatures, unless my current 
dog Jackson is outside. He 
is a natural-bred hunter as a 
bluetick hound. He is pretty 
adorable, especially the small 
spots of brown above his eyes. 


But when he hears any small 
sound outside when 1 am in 
bed, he always raises pure hell 

Is it not pure common 
sense that a woman doing a 
job as well as a man should 
deserve the same pay? But 
in fact, even college-educat¬ 
ed women get paid less, so 
for every dollar, the female 
worker receives only about 77 
cents.

And if a single mother is 
the difference between a suc¬ 
cessful and non-successful 
family, maybe her children 
will start their lives way be¬ 
hind Children from very poor 
families have their lives so dis¬ 
rupted by everyday struggles 
that their families go through. 
It piles unacceptable stress on 
their young minds and hearts. 

Just as hungry children 
do not learn well, a worried 
child also has a much harder 
time in school. Poor children 
are also much more likely to 
be bullied, and obviously a 
very sick child cannot perform 
great in school. 

For example, my problems 
in math largely resulted from 
a severe and endless ear and 
sinus infection during fifth 
grade. I could keep up in other 
subjects, and just spent most 
of my time reading. But that 
didn’t work in math I remem 
ber trying something in our 
encyclopedia about how to 
do long division. I did some¬ 
thing. So at least I could do

But you can’t feed a per¬ 
formance horse with dusty 
or even worse - moldy - hay 
Even over-aged hay does not 
have the kind of forage they 
need So only hay cut at peak 
stage, with newly formed seed 
heads, will do 

But still, a farmer must 
look at the upc oming week of 
weather forecasts. Even that 
does not always predict scat¬ 
tered thunderstorms, which 
are very common on the table 
land I lived on They regularly 
formed over both Meadow 
Mountain to the south and 
Negro Mountain to the north 

I was surprised to learn 
that Ellen Hershberger had 
trouble sleeping when a big 
thunderstorm was going on 
because she was worried 
about a lightning strike hit¬ 
ting their barn. That was 
the exact same experience 
I had. probably like most 
(arm girls Except in our barn 
was my treasured possession, 
Little Joe, and many cows and 
calves The Hershberger barn 
did not have as many beloved 
living creatures as ours 

But no one should see such 
a horrible sight as Bob and 
Phyllis Buckel's dairy barn 
fully engulfed in flames That 
is simply an unforgettable 
event of my childhood Of 
course, nearly 100-year-old 
barns are virtually irreplace¬ 
able. They built them from 
wide, locally grown hemlock 
timber, and they had beautiful 
and complicated systems of 
huge beams 

One popular physical chal¬ 
lenge was walking on them 
They were very high, and 
it would be a dreadful fall 
if someone fell down to the 
barn floor - a potentially fatal 
fall At least it would result in 
multiple broken bones, and a 
trip to the emergency room. 

It was far less risky and 
more common to walk the 
beams above the large hay 
mows than over those long 
stretches of open space across 
the barn floor I was the mas¬ 
ter of them That’s where my 
pigeon toes were an asset, 
along with my excellent bal¬ 
ance. 

But it waspart of the unor- 
nized warfare between the

brother Rodney. It knocked 
my breath out. 

Just as m any civil war, 
there was no way to score a 
clear win. There were just 
endless battles. It was stupid, 
but something to do together 

Another peculiar experi¬ 
ment by members of both 
camps was when my double 
second cousin Bill Buckcl and 
I tried to make a parachute 
from feed bags and binder 
twine We tried it out by 
jumping off a very tall grain 
tower Obviously, it wasn’t a 
success, but it didn’t result in 
serious injury 

Another favorite pastime 
of our gang was to try to fol¬ 
low a mother cat to see where 
she had hidden ner new litter 
of kittens My father made a 
had decision when he told the 
boys to go into the woods to 
search for a cow that probably 


delivered her calf out there 
somewhere The best the boys 
could do was climb into their 
tree house and look around 
from there That strategy was 
totally doomed to fail. 

What he should have done 
was ask the girls to get on their 
ponies and search the woods 
during our regular activities 
Without a clear goal of what 
to search for, we picked our 
favorite wildflowers and found 
great patches of blackberries, 
or sometimes edible mush¬ 
rooms.

The Smithsonian Institu¬ 
tion has invited West Virginia 
University to participate in 
the 2012 Folklife Festival at 
the National Mall in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., this summer. 
The festival, titled “Campus 
and Community: Public and 
Land-Grant Universities and 
the USDA at 150,” will be 
commemorating the 150th 
anniversary of the 1862 Mor¬ 
rill Act, legislation that paved 
the way for the founding of 
land-grant institutions such 
as WVU. 

Selected to represent the 
university at the festival are 
Ellie Mannette, the “father of 
the modern steel drum," and 
the WVU Steel Drum Band. 

The 40 WVU students in 
the Steel Drum Band will per¬ 
form throughout the festival, 
and Mannette will perform 
with the ensemble in a spe¬ 
cial concert on the Fust day. 
WVU will have a tent, where 
visitors can learn about the 
history and manufacturing 
of steel drums. The tent will 
also have an exhibition on 
the Steel Drum program at 
WVU, Mannette, and the 
history and manufacture of 
drums. Visitors will be able 
to try out the steel drums on 
display. 

Robert McEwen, a 2010 
graduate of southern High 
School and a music educa¬ 
tion student in percussion 
at WVU, is a member of the 
steel drum band. He will 
leave next week to begin 
the 16-day excursion of the 
group, first rehearsing in 
Morgantown, and then trav¬ 
eling to Washington on June 
25 for the two-week stmt. He 
is the son of John and Mary 
McEwen, Oakland. 

William J. Winsor, associ¬ 
ate dean of the College of 
Creative Arts, said WVU has 
contributed to the folklife of 
America with its World Mu¬ 
sic and Performance Center.

On Deep Creek Lake 


TOO MUCH, THEN TOO LITTLE 
by Dan Muss 

The PRO for Saturday’s racing was Bruce Spinnenweber, 
and he set the course through the slot. The wind was west¬ 
erly with gusts up to 18 knots, so there were fewer Flying 
Scots out racing than normal. I watched the Gold Fleet start 
from my pontoon boat. 

Wolffe won the start, as most of these experienced 
crews hung back in the puffy wind, but by halfway to the 
windward mark, Meredith was clearly ahead, followed by 
Gauthier, Coraor, and Wolffe. Meredith and Gauthier both 
had spinnakers up very quickly, while the others chose not 
to raise theirs in the heavy air. At the gibe mark the compet¬ 
itors didn't need to gibe They just bore off for the leeward 
mark, with Meredith way out in front. 

Now John Meredith's crew was Jon Skoog, and both of 
these sailors are championship-level racers. But they some¬ 
how got the spinnaker sheet under the boat and behind the 
center board! There's only one way to clear this kind of 
problem, and that is to untie the sheet from the clew of the 
sail, pull it through, and rethread and retie to the clew. This 
is what Skoog did, as Meredith rounded the leeward mark, 
and then one of them remembered to put the centerboard 
down again as they sailed up wind. But, on the second 
downwind leg, as the chute went up again, the knot that 
Skoog had tied came undone and he had to crawl up on 
the bow to retie it, with the sail flapping away in that heavy 



breeze. Meredith and Skoog still managed to hold onto sec¬ 
ond place in a race that was fun to watch. 

In the Silver Fleet, Munford won handily, but there was 
a photo-finish for second, as Deakin nosed out Tran by 
inches. 

Sunday morning, I went out on my pontoon to get the 
Sunday papers at Arrowhead just as the sun was coming 
up, and the light filtering through the mists on the water 
was mesmerizing. The lake was truly beautiful... but there 
was no wind. The "Weather Underground," my favorite In¬ 
ternet site for weather information, predicted about 5 knots 
at noon. 

The PROs for our racing were Lee and Joan Coraor, and 
they radioed to say there would be a race after a 15-minute 
delay, so the Flying Scot fleet headed out to the boats. But, 
after most of us had our sails up and were ready to cast off 
the moorings, they radioed again to say that the wind had 
died and that the race was abandoned. Oh, well, wait 'til 
next weekend.

Northern High School 
and the Youghiogheny Riv¬ 
er Watershed Association 
(YRWA) are recent recipi¬ 
ents of the Maryland De¬ 
partment of Natural Re¬ 
sources’ Aquatic Resources 
Education (ARE) grants. 

This grant program has 
enabled Northern High 
School’s environmental sci¬ 
ence students the opportuni¬ 
ty to participate in an action 
watershed restoration proj¬ 
ect that provided a hands-on 
learning and community 
service experience. 

"This watershed resto¬ 
ration project, named the 
Cove Run Brook Trout Res¬ 
toration Project, ultimately 


benefits the community by 
improving the water qual¬ 
ity and fish populations of 
Cove Run. a tributary to 
Bear Creek, Accident," said 
a spokesperson. "The central 
goal of the restoration proj¬ 
ect is to protect and enhance 
the brook trout population 
of Cove Run." 

Earlier biological surveys 
indicated that Cove Run pro¬ 
vided a suitable environment 
for brook trout but was on 
the brink of becoming un¬ 
fit The creation of riparian 
buffers along Cove Run are 
believed to improve the wa¬ 
ter quality of the stream and 
increase its fish population. 

A riparian buffer is 


land adjacent, to a stream 
where native grasses, flow 
ers, shrubs, and trees are 
growing A healthy ripar¬ 
ian buffer decreases stream 
water temperature, which 
will increase dissolved ox¬ 
ygen levels. Stream bank 
erosion will be prevented, 
decreasing the turbidity, or 
cloudiness, of the water The 
buffer will also slow runoff, 
allowing more water to soak 
into the ground and recharge 
groundwater. Nutrients en 
tering the stream through 
runoff from livestock pas¬ 
tures will also be reduced 
The project began this 
past fall when NHS's envi¬ 
ronmental science teach¬ 
er Rebecca Kenyon-Sisler 
teamed up with YRWA to 
obtain the ARE grants to 
purchase field equipment for

TIRE WEAR 
by Dr. Tom Sheahen 

Q. Where does the rubber go that wears off automobile tires? 

A. Your question presents the opportunity to show how 
chemists and physicists do approximate calculations, by com¬ 
bining reasonable hypotheses with available input data. The 
intent is not to reach a precise numerical answer, but to 
understand what is happening. The following calculation 
shows how the repetition of a huge number of very tiny 
events adds up over time. 

Visualize a standard automobile tire: on a 15-inch wheel, 
the outer diameter (D) of the tire is about 25 inches. A 
circle drawn around the circumference (C) is then C = 25n 
= 78.5" = 6.5 feet. As that tire rolls along for one mile, it 
rotates 806.7 times. Separately, the width (W) of such a tire 
tread is about 7.5", but for now just think about the circle. 

Real rubber is actually a complex polymer, but we'll use 
the simple chemical formula CH 2 , which gives the overall 
elemental analysis without specifying any details of the 
molecule. Again, take note of the simplifying approxima¬ 
tion. 

Now here comes the major hypothesis for this calcula¬ 
tion: Suppose that each time a point on the circumference 
of tne tire exactly touches the pavement, one moiecuie 
of CH 2 comes off. (A real tire isn't a perfect mathemati¬ 
cal circle, it’s slightly squishy on the bottom; but it’s close 
enough.) 

In 40,000 miles, about 32 million revolutions take place, 
so that's 3.2 x 107 monolayers of CH 2 molecules gone. Next 
we calculate what is the thickness of the amount worn 
away. 

In chemistry, one mole of a substance is defined as one 
gram-molecular-weight, which always contains 6 x 10 25 mol¬ 
ecules. For CH 2 , that equals 14 grams. Rubber is denser 
than water, about 1.1 to 1.2 grams per cubic centimeter, 
which means that 14 grams of rubber occupies about 12 
cm 3 . In that case, each CH 2 molecule is entitled to occupy 2 
x 10 23 cm3 = 20 x lfr 24 cm3. Molecules don’t pack together 
precisely, but to keep the calculation simple, imagine this 
volume is an exact cube, in which case taking the cube root 
of the volume gives a side length of 2.7 x 10 - * cm. (Here 
again, a "good enough" approximation.) 

Wearing away one of those little volumes on every revo¬ 
lution for 40,000 miles works out to about 7/8 cm = 0.34" 
= 11/32”. Such a tire has become bald. 

However, always bear in mind that if the initial hypoth¬ 
esis were inaccurate, wear could be slower and a better tire 
might run farther. 

How much total rubber goes away? That involves the tire 
width, typically W = 7.5”. The surface area is then nDW = 
589 in 2 = 0.38 m 2 . Correcting for tread gaps where rubber 
doesn't touch the pavement, call it 1/3 m 2 . With 7/8 cm of 
thickness worn away, the volume removed is 3,000 cm 3 . Us¬ 
ing density = 1.15 g/cm 3 , the mass is 3.4 kg = 7.4 pounds. 
In other words, a worn-out tire weighs about 7 pounds less 
than a new tire. 

What becomes of that rubber? A loose molecule of CH 2 
isn't going to just sit on the pavement; it will rub off hot 
and presumably combine with O 2 in the air to form CO 2 
+ H 2 O. Consequently, we can figure how much additional 
CO 2 goes into the atmosphere. 

Cars have four tires, the average car goes about 15,000 
miles per year, and there are about 100 million cars in 
America. So the rubber lost from one tire can be scaled 
up to a national total: 3.4 kg x 4 x (15,000/40,000) x 100 
million = 5 x 10* kg. With 1 mole of CH 2 being 0.014 kg, 
that amounts to about 3.6 x 10'° moles of CH 2 . Since there 
is one carbon/molecule, that will produce 3.6 x 10 10 moles 
of CO 2 . 

Given that a mole of CO 2 is 44 grams, that much CO 2 
has a mass of 1.6 x 10’ kg. A tonne, or "metric ton,” is 
defined as 1,000 kg, so that's 1.6 million metric tons, a con¬ 
venient unit when talking about big quantities. By the way, 
throw in a guess about trucks, including 18-wheelers, and 
that estimate will nearly double. 

Fortunately, that much CO 2 is nothing to be concerned 
about. Last year emissions from all sources in America were 
about 6,000 million metric tons, according to an estimate by 
the U S. Energy Information Administration. 

What is the value of all this calculation? My purpose is 
to illustrate how scientists perform approximate estimates 
But there is also one relevant conclusion that may be drawn: 
COi-wise, tire wear is a drop in the bucket.

"The X Factor* will even feature 
controversial pop star Britney Spears 
on the judging panel. 

However, while "Idol* and 
“Voice" certainly clean up in prime 
time, one series is offering viewers 
even more. In ABC’s "Duets," which 
airs Wednesdays, the stars don't just 
sit behind a desk and critique perfor¬ 
mances. They perform alongside the 
singers they've hand picked to com¬ 
pete on the show. 

Quddus hosts this truly one-of-a- 
kind singing competition, which fol¬ 
lows the undiscovered talents in 
their quest for fame Mentors Kelly 
Clarkson, John Legend, Jennifer 
Netties and Robin Thicke get in on 
the action and take the stage with 
their musical charges, adding a 
whole new element of excitement 
for both contestants and viewers. It 
also allows the mentors to expert 
ence exactly what the contestants 
go through each week 

There's a lot at stake for the aspir¬ 
ing singers. In each episode, they 
test their vocal chops against some 
of the best in the business in front of 
a live studio audience. After a senes 
of eliminations only one singer will 
remain to claim a lucrative recording 


for 'Duets'" explained executive 
producer Robert Deaton “He first 
and foremost loves musk, and that 
quality, combined with his great per 
sonality, will provide a special con¬ 
nection to both the artists on our 
show and the audience." 

But while TV personality Quddus 
is a star in his own right the super- 
star singers are undeniably the 
show's main draw. 

Clarkson knows a thing or two 
about TV talent searches. She got 
her big break on another television 
show when she won the inaugural 
season of "American Idol* in 2002. 
While many other "American Idol" 
winners haven't fared so well in the 
big bad music biz. Clarkson's mix of 
talent and charm quickly elevated 
her to superstar status. Her 
debut single "A Moment 
Like This" broke the 
Beatles' record for the 
biggest jump to No. 1 on the 
Billboard Top 100 chart when 
it leaped from No 52. Her 
very first album "Thankful" 

(2003) debuted at No 1 on 
the American Billboard 200. 

Clarkson’s career has had 
its ups and downs in the 
decade since her big TV 
win, but she has become 
one of the most successful 
"Idol" winners to date, 
with album sales topping 
23 million, two Grammy 
awards 12 Billboard Music 
Awards and four American 


duo Nettles even had a huge duet 
hit in 2006 with the country ver¬ 
sion of Bon Jovi's "Who Says You 
Can’t Go Home," which rose to No. 
1 on the Billboard country charts 
She and Sugarland partner Kristian 
Bush made history when they 
ended Brooks & Dunn's nine-year 
run as the Academy of Country

Garrett College Hosts Wjunded 
Warriors/Team River Runner

Women and men from 
across the nation gathered 
last week at Garrett College 
for a weeklong training, with 
a goal of learning the skills 
that would help heal oth¬ 
ers who had been severely 
injured in body, mind, and 
spirit The trainers repre¬ 
sented Team River Runner 
(TRR), a program provider 
for the Wounded Warrior 
Project ,M (WWP). 

WWP serves military ser¬ 
vice members who incurred 
service-connected injuries or 
illnesses on or after Septem¬ 
ber 11,2001, and members of 
their families The organiza¬ 
tion includes members and 
alumni 

"The term alumni' indi¬ 
cates a mutual shared expert 
ence and denotes that one’s 
place in an organization was 
earned." said a WWP spokes¬ 
person. 

TRR was started at the 
Walter Reed Army Medical 
Center in Washington, DC., 
in 2004 by Joe Morini and 
other DC. area kayakers to 
introduce wounded veterans 
to adaptive kayaking In the 
hospital pool, volunteers gave 
lessons in paddling and roll¬ 
ing kayaks 

Primarily a volunteer non¬ 
profit organization, TRR is 
now run by a council of kay¬ 
akers overseen by a board of 
directors The success of the 
program has spawned great 
interest around the country 
to create TRR opportunities 
at other veteran sites, such 
as Veterans Affairs hospi¬ 
tals. 

This is the second year that 
TRR has held the leadership 
training at GC. Coordina¬ 
tor Dana Larcenaire spoke 
enthusiastically about the 
session. 

"TRR now has 36 chap¬ 
ters across the country," she 
said "It is incredible to have 
this opportunity to bring the 
chapter leaders together to 
give them the tools to help 


others acquire a lifestyle of 
paddling" 

Larcenaire described Gar¬ 
rett County as "a great venue" 
for this program 

"It is just perfect for us,” 
she said "We can stay in the 
college dorms, which are 
right on campus, and then 
come to the classrooms and 
the caff. ASCI (Adventure 
Sports Center International), 
where we go for the outdoor 
trainings, is located just a 
short distance, so we don't 
lose time traveling from site 
to site each day " 

The leadership training 
agenda reflects a concerted 
Garrett College effort to pro¬ 
vide support for these men 
and women Garrett Col¬ 
lege Continuing Education 
& Workforce Development 
(CEWD) program coordi¬ 
nator Sue Fowler worked 
with TRR to set up the pro¬ 
gram on the McHenry cam¬ 
pus 

"We had about 50 folks 
here for the training," Fowler 
said "They stayed in one of 
the college dorms, had break¬ 
fast and lunch in the Lakers 
Caff, and held classes and 
workshops in the CEWD 
classrooms.” 

Fowler also arranged an- 
early morning "roll" training 
in the pool at the Garrett 
College Community Aquat¬ 
ic & Recreation Complex 
(CARO 

"The recreation pool at 
the CARC was the perfect 
place for the session." she 
said "Those in the kayaks 
practiced the skills needed to 
roll the kayak over and bring 
themselves upright. This is 
the first skill needed to paddle 
in whitewater and join their 
comrades out on the rivers. 
Accomplishing this feat gave 
them a great sense of satisfac¬ 
tion." 

Each afternoon the train¬ 
ers and trainees went to the 
ASCI whitewater course atop 
Marsh Mountain to put into 
practice the principles learned 
in the classrooms and in the 
pool Suzanne Nicolas, a 
Garrett County resident who 
has worked for several years 
as a volunteer for Team River 


on behalf of the Wounded 
Warrior Project and Team 
River Runner," said Fowler 
"She is a great partner to 
work with in providing these 
sessions." 

According to information 
from the WWP, advance¬ 
ments in battlefield medicine 
and body armor have dra¬ 
matically increased the per¬ 
centage of service members 
who survive severe wounds 
or injuries and require reha¬ 
bilitative support from the 
community and the country 
which they served.

Results Of 2012 
May Bird Count 
Are Announced 

Weather conditions were 
ideal for the recent 2012 
May Bird Count in Garrett 
County, according to organiz¬ 
ers: sunny with light variable 
winds and temperatures in 
the 60s to low 70s. 

The final tally of 151 spe¬ 
cies bested last year’s total of 
141, but didn’t overtake the 
highest species total ever of 
155, achieved in 1989 with 20 
observers This year, 6,766 in¬ 
dividual birds were reported, 
slightly more than the 6,442 
individuals found last year 

Highlights of this year's 
count included 28 species of 
warblers, 23 of which breed 
in Garrett County Six species 
of vireos and seven species of 
woodpeckers were identified 
Among the woodpeckers 
found were 14 yellow-bellied 
sapsuckers in several different 
parts of the county (See ac¬ 
companying photo.) 

According to count orga¬ 
nizers, this is an encouraging 
sign for a breeding species 
that was felt to have been 
extirpated from the county in 
the middle of the last century 
While some May count sap- 
suckers may have still been 
migrating through, most had 
definitely settled down to 
breed with pairs established, 
nest holes being excavated, 
and adults seen carrying food 
to nestlings

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More Prudent Approach... 

Owners of Deep Creek Lake marinas are upset over 

> a recent decision by a majority of the Garrett County 
commissioners to amend the lake zoning ordinance. 

.The 2-1 vote by the commissioners to approve the 
amendment allows any business on the lake - in this 
case, an ice cream outlet - to provide boat rentals, but 
. not offer any of the other services typical of a marina. 
Commissioners Gregan Crawford and Bob Gatto 
approved the amendment, while Commissioner Jim 
Raley opposed. 

There are credible arguments on both sides of 
the issue itself. Bill Meagher, owner of the Lakeside 
Creamery, made the request for the ordinance amend¬ 
ment. He explained that this would allow him to pro- 

• ‘vide another service to his customers, but that he has 
,no desire to open a full-service manna. He said that 
Jjwhen his boats need service, his wish is to send that 
Nwork to the established marinas, thus enhancing their 
••operations. He stated that he has ample, safe parking 
•\for some 56 vehicles at his business location. 

•J The current marina owners, however, feel that this 
•«is a case of skimming the cream off the top of some¬ 
thing that they have worked hard to provide (boat 
^rentals) over the years. They state that changing the 
•♦ordinance will allow many unrelated businesses such 
*as Meagher's to do the same thing They point out 

• that boat volume on the lake is already a major safety 
‘issue, and several more rental sites would simply make 
Nhat situation far worse. It is their strong feeling that 
♦businesses that provide rentals should be required 
»^also to provide service, repair, and fuel pumps. In 
| Tact, most of them said that they will be unwilling to 

• provide service for Meagher's boats. 

\ While there seem to be plausible points made 
by both camps, it seems the commissioners could 
‘ have - and probably should have - handled the mat- 

• ter differently, as noted by Carol Jacobs, president 
| of the Aquatic Center Inc. Among her points was 

• that instead of amending the zoning ordinance and 
thereby "opening up” this opportunity to any and all 

• businesses at the lake, the proper approach would have 
J been to consider a special exception to the ordinance 

> for this single business owner (Meagher). 

Jacob's point makes good sense. A good zoning 
, ordinance is designed to protect both businesses and 
] private residents from a wide variety of practices that, 

• if allowed, could negatively affect both quality of life 
I and property values. Amending an ordinance can be 
; a slippery slope, often resulting in the dilution of the 

• ordinance itself and ultimately defeating its purpose. 
That’s why nearly every zoning ordinance in the coun- 

i try is designed to entertain requests for special excep- 
| tions, thereby providing some flexibility for specific 

• situations, but not opening a door of opportunity for 
! everyone. It seems that considering a special exception 
; in this case would have been a more prudent approach 

• by the commissioners.

The Maryland State De¬ 
partment of Education has 
been awarded a S25.000 grant 
from the PNC Foundation 
to support financial literacy 
education in Maryland’s 
schools.

Literacy Education. 

"Some researchers and ed¬ 
ucators believe that financial 
education should start early 
in life to help children learn 
the importance of managing 
and saving money," said Lau¬ 
ra Gamble, Greater Maryland 
regional president for PNC.

IRS Urges Tax 
PreparersToTake 
Required Exam 

The IRS announced this 
week that more ihan 17,000 
Maryland tax preparers have 
now registered with the agen¬ 
cy, as required by recent 
regulations, but about 6,100 
of them must take an IRS 
competency examination by 
Dec. 31,2013, or they will not 
be able to prepare tax returns 
for compensation. 

So far, 86 tax preparers in 
Maryland have passed the 
competency exam and, as a 
result, have been given the 
new credential of Registered 
Tax Return Preparer (RTRP). 
Enrolled Agents, CPAs and 
attorneys are not required to 
take the exam because they 
already have testing require¬ 
ments. 

"Preparers who arc re¬ 
quired to take the IRS com¬ 
petency exam have about 18 
months left to study and pass 
it," said IRS spokesperson 
Peggy Riley 'The IRS urges 
them to take the exam soon 
in case they have to retake it 
and to avoid a potential flood 
of last-minute exam takers." 

Three years ago, the IRS 
began a program to register 
paid preparers and require 
certain ones to pass a com¬ 
petency test In addition, paid 
preparers are expected to take 
continuing education courses 
and meet ethics standards. 

The IRS will eventually 
create a publicly searchable 
database that will allow tax¬ 
payers to see if their tax pre¬ 
parers have met IRS standards 
or to find a tax preparer in 
their zip code area The data 
base will also show any cre¬ 
dentials held by the preparer, 
including the new RTRP 
credential. 

Last year more than 1.4 
million individual federal 
returns, about 52 percent of 
the total returns filed, were 
prepared for Maryland filers 
by paid tax preparers. Na¬ 
tionwide, close to 87 million 
returns, about 60 percent of 
the total, were prepared by 
paid tax preparers 

Riley also reminded tax¬ 
payers who requested a fil¬ 
ing extension for their 2011 
federal income tax returns on 
or before April 18 and have 
yet to file that the extended 
filing deadline is Oct. 15, 
2012. For returns prepared in 
2012, paid tax preparers must, 
at the least, hold a Preparer 
Tax Identification Number 
(PTIN), and that the PTIN 
must be shown on tax returns 
they prepare.

Citizens interested in the 
Forest Stewardship Plan must 
have five or more forested 
acres, not including the resi¬ 
dence Forest landowners 
in Maryland may receive a 
reduced tax assessment on 
the forested land that they 
own by agreeing to actively 
manage their land according 
to their Forest Stewardship 
Plan. To receive a reduced 
tax assessment, landowners 
must complete management 
activities such as: 

•Thinning operations to 
improve the growth of trees 
that are more beneficial to 
wildlife and future timber 
products, 

•Creating improved wild¬ 
life habitat, 

•Harvesting timber that is 
mature, 

•Tree planting, 

•Protecting stream and 
water quality through forest 
buffers, and 


•Creating recreational 
trails. 

Muir said that sustain¬ 
able forestry is a broad term 
for management techniques 
that respect the full range of 
environmental, social, and 
economic values of the for¬ 
est, and seek to meet current 
needs without losing any of 
those values.

TIGHTROPE BALANCING 
by Drs. Tom Sheahcn and Steven Parks 

Q. A tightrope walker crossed Niagara Falls this past week 
without falling off. He carried a long pole. How does a long pole 
help keep a person in balance? 

A There are two key concepts that come together to 
understand this phenomenon One is the center of mass, the 
Other is the moment of inertia. 

In beginning physics we learn to draw a simple diagram 
of the "system" being analyzed, and ignore irrelevant de¬ 
tails. In this case, the "system" is the wire, the man, and 
the long pole. Their combined motion is what we focus on 
If the wire stays directly beneath the center of mass 
(usually called the center of gravity) of the man, he won't 
fall off. So the trick in tightrope walking is to keep the cen¬ 
ter of mass aligned with the wire It is important to remem¬ 
ber that even with the wire stretched very tight, it can move 
left-right a little. If he tips a little to either side, that's an 
angular rotation The whole idea of balancing is to keep 
those angular rotations very small; a large angular rotation 
means falling off 

The purpose of the long pole is to provide stability by 
correcting the angular momentum The walker holds it right 
at the center The long pole doesn't have to be heavy, ic, 
just has to be long. The moment of inertia of a rod is I = 
ML 2 /12, so the length of many feet overcomes the small 
mass and gives it a high moment of inertia Meanwhile, the 
man is much more massive than the pole, but his compact 
shape gives him a small moment of inertia. 

Angular momentum is conserved, and at the start of the 
walk, nothing is rotating, so the angular momentum is zero. 
If he can keep it that way all the way across the wire, he 
won't fall off. As he walks along, rotating the pole creates 
an impulse of angular momentum, and because the man 
and the pole together compose a unit, that causes an equal 
and opposite angular impulse to the man. 

Suppose he tips a bit leftward To compensate, he needs 
to impart an opposing angular impulse, which means lifting 
the right end of the pole The angular momentum caused 
by the lean-to-the-left is exactly canceled by the angular 
momentum of rotating the pole. That "rotation" makes his 
feet - and the wire they're on - both move to the left while 
his body stays directly above the wire. Rotating the pole has 
caused the wire to move under his center of mass. 

Then he can bring the pole back to level again. In this 
way, the "average" lean is maintained at zero - meaning 
straight up and not falling off. 

Needless to say, it takes a lot of practice to do this prop¬ 
erly. A beginner will lean one way, rotate the bar too much, 
then lean back the other way and overcompcnsate, leading 
to instability and a fall. 

Think about walking atop a fallen log to cross a stream. 
The way to keep balanced is to stick your arms way out to 
the side, moving them up and down in opposite directions, 
just like rotating the balancing bar. What you're trying to do 
is keep your angular momentum equal to zero. If you "lose 
your balance" and fall into the stream, it's because your arm 
motion didn't compensate perfectly for your leaning. 

Many animals do this very well. A cat tossed off a couch 
will land on its feet, because its tail swings so as to correct 
the angular momentum. A squirrel can walk along an over¬ 
head electrical wire without falling off, also by using its tail. 

One important note about the Niagara Falls crossing 
He waited until the early evening when the wind had com¬ 
pletely died down before trying this stunt. A wind from the 
side might have caused the walker to lean further, making 
it much more difficult use the pole to compensate.

You'll always remember the break-up. It started with a 
hc-said, she-said moment forever burned in your mind You 
remember where you stood, the words that were said (oi 
not), the anger, and the queasy feeling that a mistake a is 
about to be made, but you didn't know whose it was. 

Relationships come and go, but you never forget voui 
first love and you never forget losing it, either. 

And yet, what if you were separated by something be 
yond your mutual control? Would it be easy to find that love 
together again? In the new novel Freeman by Leonard Pitts 
Jr., one man aims to find out. 

He called himself Sam because that's what she'd said he 
looked like he was - a "Sam" - and he told her she looked 
like a Tilda. So that's what they called one another, even 
though Mistress had given them ridiculous Greek names 
when she brought them to her plantation. 

Sam had fallen in love with Tilda in that naming minute, 
and they were inseparable. Mistress let them live together. 
They had a child together, too, but then Luke was killed 
and Sam was sold away. 

Tilda was angry then, and she had a right to be Sam 
hadn't allowed himself to think of that, or of her, for 15 
years, but once the North beat the South, he figured it was 
lime to leave Philadelphia and find his wife. 

Prudence Cafferty Kent was only acting on the deathbed 
wishes of her father. With his last breath, he'd told her that 
he wanted her to go to Mississippi, where his plantation 
was, and build a school for Negro children as soon as the 
war was over.

expansion. 

"Lowell had many re¬ 
sponsibilities, so he was very 
willing to let me learn about, 
help with, and eventually 
take over many duties that 
brought extra dimensions to 
my job," she said. 

While maintaining office 
managerial responsibilities, 
Tressler became more in¬ 
volved m the programming 
for students. Emergency 
medical training, a signature 
offering at GC, is one of the 
programs she began working 
with more closely, and con¬ 
tinues to do so today. 

"The F.MT classes have 
been offered since I started 
working at Garrett," she said 
"At first we had the basic 
courses.

"I am grateful and proud 
to have part of the group that 
was instrumental in bringing 
about the accreditation of 
our paramedic program," 
she said. "We have achieved 
state accreditation and are 
currently completing the 
process to earn full national 
accreditation for our ALS 
program." 

This process has been 
rigorous and has included 
self-studies, site reviews, and 
meetings with students to 
review effectiveness of the 
training for job readiness.

The Garrett College Com¬ 
munity Aquatic & Recreation 
Complex (CARC) served as 
a host location for the 2012 
World's Largest Swimming 
Lesson (WLSL), an inter¬ 
national event organized to 
build awareness about the 
vital importance of teaching 
children to swim to help pre¬ 
vent drowning. According to 
WLSL organizers, drowning, 
though preventable, remains 
the leading cause of injury- 
related death for children 
ages 1-5.

“The number-one 
priority of my office is to 
serve the residents of this 
great state, not just as the tax 
collector, but to also return 
any property that may have 
been forgotten or lost along 
the way." 

The total amount of ac¬ 
counts currently held by the 
unclaimed property unit is 
970,000 accounts, worth 
more than $985 million 

The comptroller’s office 
is the guardian of bank ac¬ 
counts, contents of safe de¬ 
posit boxes, security deposits, 
wages and insurance benefits, 
and proceeds that have been 
unclaimed for more than 
three yean. Property such as 
parcels of land or homes is 
not included 

By law, financial institu¬ 
tions, insurance companies, 

utilities, and other companies 


arc required to notify the 
comptroller of any property 
that has gone unclaimed, or 
without activity, for more 
than three years. Once the 
comptroller’s office is noti¬ 
fied, staff attempts to locate 
the nghtful owners to match 
them with their property 
Even though the comptrol¬ 
ler is the guardian of the 
property, the items continue 
to belong to the owners or 
their rightful heirs and are 
available to be claimed at any 
tune There is no deadline on 
when the owners can collect 
their funds.

Some items held by the 
comptroller's office are eli¬ 
gible for auction on eBay to

SOCIALLY DISADVANTAGED FARMERS TO BE 
APPOINTED COMMITTEE MEMBERS 

Agriculture Secretary Tom Vilsack has announced that 
he intends to appoint voting members from socially disad¬ 
vantaged (SDA) communities to serve on county commit¬ 
tees in county jurisdictions that lack fair SDA representa¬ 
tion. USDA's Farm Service Agency (ESA), which works 
collaboratively with county committees, published an in¬ 
terim rule this week in the Federal Register that is open for 
public comment for 60 days. 

County committees have served as a direct link between 
the farm community and USDA for more than 75 years, 
helping to deliver FSA farm programs at the local level. 
Eligible farmers serving on committees provide feedback 
to USDA on the types of FSA agricultural programs that 
best serve the needs of local producers. 

County committees were formed in the 1930s to oversee 
federal farm programs, a tool for grassroots engagement 
whereby locally elected committees give farmers effective 
splf-government authority. That authority continues today, 
making farmers primary stewards of farm programs passed 
by Congress, including administration and outreach to all 
farmers and ranchers in their area. 

Secretarial appointments would add SDA voting mem¬ 
bers to county jurisdictional areas where representation 
is lacking, according to a statistical review conducted by 
USDA. The appointments will supplement the existing elec¬ 
tion process where currently there are 7,700 elected county 
committee members representing 2,244 county jurisdic¬ 
tions. 

Authority to appoint voting SDA members was granted 
in the 2002 Farm Bill passed by Congress. The interim rule 
allows the secretary of agriculture to ensure fair representa¬ 
tion on county committees by appointing a voting member 
in areas identified as under-representing the diversity of 
area producers. Each year, USDA will conduct a fresh sta¬ 
tistical analysis, and appointments with voting authority 
will continue to occur in areas identified as under-repre¬ 
senting the diversity of area producers.

National Nod For 
Financial Literacy 

Two students at Soutn- 
ern High School - Rachael 
Huxford and Cody Murphy 
- recently received national 
recognition for their "excel¬ 
lence in financial literacy" 
from the Maryland Council 
on Economic Education, 
which held its annual awards 
ceremony in Timonium.

InvestWrite is funded by 
the Investor Education Pro¬ 
gram that is sponsored by 


S1FMA (Securities Industry 
and Financial Markets As¬ 
sociation). This year's contest 
began with 20,000 essays 
submitted nationwide (K-12). 

From the entries, three 
national winners were named 
in grades 4-5, grades 6-8, 
and grades 9-12. Huxford 
earned her honors in the 9-12 
division. Her essay was titled 
"High and Dry with Highs 
and Lows.” 

Huxford was required to 
demonstrate her knowledge 
of the language of the stock 
market and the ability to 
use fundamental and tech¬ 
nical analysis of stocks by 
writing five things someone 
should know before investing. 
The essay also reqpired the 
writer to state the percent¬ 
age ratio of specific stocks 
for an investment portfolio 
they recommend. The essays 
were judged by current stock 
brokers and securities dealers 
from around the country. 

Last year, the Maryland 
State InvestWrite winner 
was Brandi Lathbury, also a 
student in Bender's econom¬ 
ics class.

Market Vouchers 
To Be Distributed 
To Senior Citizens 

The Senior Farmers' Mar¬ 
ket Nutrition Program will 
once again provide vouchers 
for eligible senior citizens 
beginning on Monday, July 2. 

The purpose of this partic¬ 
ular program is to increase the 
consumption of fresh fruits 
and vegetablesby older adults 

These vouchers will al¬ 
low the person $30 worth 
of locally grown fresh fruits, 
vegetables, and cut herbs, and 
locally produced honey at 
qualified Maryland open-air 
farmers' markets. 

To receive the voucher 
booklet, one must be at least 
60 years old, a resident of 
Garrett County, income eli¬ 
gible (185 percent of federal 
poverty guidelines), and at¬ 
tend the Nutrition Education 
Program presented the day of 
the distribution.

Aristotle claimed that 
humans are political 
animals, meaning that 
we live in a political 
society or community, 
remarking further that 
only a beast or a god 
would live by himself 
away from others.

But, the 
philosophy of individualism emphasizes our 
separateness and makes us think that we can 
be just as fully human as distinct individuals, as 
we can when we are part of a larger group like a 
family or a society. Since we live in a world 
where it is possible to live alone, and more 
people are choosing to do so, it appears that at 
times we hold up the individual as more 
important than the collective.

Make room for truth: New HBO series 
goes behind the scenes of news show

C omedians like Jon Stewart, 
Stephen Colbert and Bill 
Maher are some of the leading 
sources of political news nowa¬ 
days. The pundits provide facts 
about governmental develop¬ 
ments and policies while provid¬ 
ing entertainment and comic 
relief about serious issues. 

Though the media is supposed 
to be unbiased and unwavering 
based on events in the world, sat¬ 
irists like Colbert take an obvious 
side on the political spectrum to 
show some of the exaggerations 
made by the opposite parties. 

HBO's new series follows a 
news show that started out as a 
simple broadcast but ends up 
breaking down walls that so 
many have been avoiding. 

Starring Jeff Daniels. Jane Fonda 
and Sam Waterston, 'The 
Newsroom" premieres Sunday, 
June 24, on HBO. 

Will McAvoy (Daniels) was a 
successful, non-partisan news¬ 
caster for "News Night," a nightly 
broadcast that covered the politi¬ 
cal news developments to the 
day. He had a solid audience and 
was the frontman for the whole 
network, ACN, because uf iris 
popularity His stories played it 
safe - he never asked controver¬ 
sial questions or pushed the lim¬ 
its. He kept his personal opinions 
out of his interviews and he was 
"popular because he doesn't bug 
anybody." 

That image will soon come to 
an end During a panel discussion, 
McAvoy is asked by a college stu¬ 
dent about why he thinks America 
is the greatest country in the 


world. Something within him 
snaps, and he declares that it isn't 
the greatest He then spews out 
facts and figures about the low 
income, lower education and high 
costs of the country - and his 
entire rant is caught on camera. 

Afraid he will lose his audience, 
and ultimately his job. McAvoy 
agrees to revamp the entire news 
show to become a serious, hard 
news provider -- putting politi¬ 
cians on the spot asking ques 
tions voters want to ask and, 
finally, providing his own com¬ 
mentary on some of the events. 
Unfortunately, not everyone is 
happy about the new ideas. 

The new producer, 

Mackenzie MacHale (Emily 
Mortimer), is constantly trying to 
tighten the leash on what 
McAvoy is trying to do, and the 
two are frequently butting heads 
A simple request to take his 
BlackBerry off the desk results in 
him throwing his cellphone at the 
camera. 

Charlie Skinner (Waterston), as 
president of ACN, plays the refer¬ 
ee between the floor and the 
offices, going to bat for 
McAvoy but also 
helping him stay 
grounded. 

When he 
pitched the 
new struc¬ 
ture of the 
show to the 
bigwigs, he 
said: "The 
newsroom 
will become a 
courtroom 
because 
American vot¬ 
ers need a law 


yer. 

Leona Lansing (Fonda) is the 
new CEO of the company that 
runs ACN. and she is not pleased 
with the new format of the show. 
She wants McAvoy to revert to 
his human-interest stories that 
made him so popular in the first 
place, and she keeps threatening 
to fire 



him if he keeps stretching the 
boundaries. 

Series creator, writer and pro¬ 
ducer Aaron Sorkin put himself in 
several newsrooms to do front¬ 
line research for his scripts. He 
had already worked on two other 
series about TV shows - "Sports 
Night" and ’Studio 60 on the 
Sunset Strip" -- but for "The 
Newsroom," Sorkin sat behind the 
camera at Fox News and CNN, as 
well as "Hardball With Chris 
Matthews" and 
"Countdown With Keith 
Olbermann." In an inter¬ 
view with "TV Guide," 
Sorkin stated that he 
wanted to provide a real 
sense of what newspeople 
go through 

"It'll be aspirational 
It'll be wish fulfilment. 
But they're going to 
lose as much as they're 
going to win. In other 
words, it's not going to 
be a fantasy.* he said. 
‘They're going to be 
trying to do well in a 
context where it's very 
difficult to do well when 
there are commer 
cial concerns and 
political con¬ 
cerns and cor¬ 
porate con¬ 
cerns." 


Sorkin's work on 'The West 
Wing" got him multiple Emmy 
awards for his trophy case, and he 
says he aims to give news teams 
the same treatment he gave the 
White House in his previous series. 

"I'm loving the idea of coming 
back to television and taking the 
same combination of idealism and 
romanticism and realism that 
made government sexy on 'The 
West Wing' and seeing if we can't 
do the same with the news and 
journalism, which are held in at 
least as much contempt," he said. 

Daniels has a recognizable 
face, like most newscasters 
should, but let's hope some of his 
biggest roles don’t take away 
from his credibility. His roles in 
"Dumb & Dumber" (1994), "RV" 
(2006) and "My Favorite Martian" 
(1999) may paint him as a come 
dy actor, but he's had his share of 
dramatic roles as well. He has 
appeared in "Terms of 
Endearment" (1983), 

"Gettysburg" (1993), "State of 
Play," (2009) and "The Lookout" 
(2007). He’s also won several 
stage awards for his roles in vari¬ 
ous plays, including "Fifth of July" 
and "Lemon Sky." 

Waterston is also a recogniz¬ 
able face, though his best roles 
have drawn in a dinereni audi¬ 
ence than those who saw "Dumb 
& Dumber " As District Attorney 
Jack McCoy, he appeared in more 
than 350 episodes of "Law & 
Order," as well as a handful of 
episodes of the spinoffs. He also 
starred in NBC series "I'll Fly 
Away" in the early '90s and "The 
Killing Fields' (1984)

Do you or your loved 
one(s) need some extra help 
with personal care? One of 
the long-standing health 
care programs of the Garrett 
County Health Department 
can provide assistance for 
qualified elderly, chronically 
ill, or disabled persons. 

The state-funded Medical 
Assistance Personal Care 
Services Program (MAPC) 
began 30 years ago through 
the efforts of the Maryland 
Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene (DHMH) 
with the goal of helping quali¬ 
fied persons remain in their 
homes by giving them help 
with daily activities such as 
feeding, dressing, bathing, 
toileting, and mobility. 

“Many of the clients who 
currently receive personal 
care would not be able to stay 
in their homes without the ex¬ 
tra help their providers give,” 
said Donna McClintock Fost, 
program director. 

MAPC qualifies individu¬ 
als to become personal care 
providers who help clients 
in their homes with simple 
daily activities as well as 
household services directly 
related to medical needs. The 
program pays for a personal 
care provider and a registered 
nurse case monitor for those 
eligible 

Registered nurse case mon¬ 
itors make home visits within 
120 days to ensure quality

A provider cannot be a 
family member of a program 
participant. This means not 
a legally responsible relative, 
including a spouse, a parent 
of a dependent child, or an 
individual who has full and 
unrestricted powers of guard¬ 
ianship 

Personal care providers 
receive $13.25 to $57.42 per 
day, depending on what level 
of care the recipient needs 
Payment comes from the 
state, but providers are not 
state employees and are not 
eligible for state benefits 

As a special service, the 
Garrett County Health De¬ 
partment offers a free adult 
evaluation and review as¬ 
sessment to any adult liv¬ 
ing in Garrett County The 
Adult Evaluation and Review 
Services assess a person’s 
medical and social service 
needs by doing basic routine 
check-ups, reviewing existing 
medications, and determining 
the need for assistance 

The evaluation team con¬ 
sists of a registered nurse and 
a licensed social worker As 
part of the evaluation service, 
one of the team members will 
talk to the client and the cli¬ 
ent’s family about the services 
that are available to help the 
person remain in the home. 
The team will also determine 
if the person is eligible for the 
MAPC

There is always a bit of a

The Casseiman Bridge, 
one of Garrett County’s most 
distinctive landmarks, will be 
200 years old next year.

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Just Who Was Ruth Enlow? 



Probably everyone in Gar¬ 
rett County has heard the name 
Ruth Enlow, since it is for this 
lady that Garrett County’s 
library system was named. 
But few actually know much 
of anything at all who the 
library’s namesake was much 
of anything about Ms. Enlow. 
The following article appeared 
in the December 1950 issue of 
the Glades Star, the regular pub¬ 
lication of the Garrett County 
Historical Society. 

Ruth Enlow, in whose 
memory our library is named, 
was a true daughter of Garrett, 
though born in California. 
In her veins ran the blood of 
Enlows, Frazees, McMullens, 
Trents, Beachys, Warnicks - 
families early settled in this 
county. 

For a hundred years and 
more, native born sons and 


daughters of this area have 
gone forth into all sections 
of these United States, to live 
and to labor, to seek better 
opportunities. 

Families were large, and 
our county did not build cities 
or important industries, except 
coal mining, so this migration 
of our youth was necessary. 
These migrants have been a 
credit to their native moun¬ 
tains; some of them acquired 
honors, some accumulated 
wealth. 

Among the migrant sons 
of the generation now al¬ 
most past away was Ephnam 
Ellsworth Enlow, who was 
born December 20, 1859, on 
a farm now covered by the 
waters of Deep Creek Lake; 
he was reared on his parents’ 
settlement by the Fricndsville- 
Oakland road, one of the 13 
children of William Fra zee 
Enlow and Barbara Ellen 
Trent. 

His education was ac¬ 
quired chiefly in the nearby 
one-room school house on 
Elder Hill; he also attended 
Summer Normal Schools 
and a Business College. He 
began adult life as a public 
school teacher in GaiTett 
County, but, never of a robust 
constitution and for reasons 
of health, he sought a milder 
climate in California, where 
he also taught successfully in 
the public schools.

"Little Meadows." It crossed 
the Castleman at the "Little 
Crossings," the Youghioghe- 
ny at the "Great Crossings," 
and the Monongahela at Red 
Stone Old Fort (Brownsville) 
where connection was made 
with Pittsburgh by boat. 

By 1808, the right-of-way 
had been cleared one-half 
width as tar as brownsviiie. 
Contracts for construction 
of ten miles of the road west 
from Cumberland were signed 
on April 16 and May 8, 1811, 
and were completed in the fall 
of 1812. 

The next letting was in 
August 1812, a distance of 
11 miles, extending to Little 
Meadows. It was completed 
in early 1815. 

The work was thence con¬ 
tracted to the Youghioghcny 
in August 1813, and finished 
in 1817. The delay was caused 
by scarcity of laborers dunng 
the war, high prices, and ap¬ 
prehension of possible failure 
of the contractors. The whole 


road was not completed 
and opened to traffic to the 
Ohio until 1818. The cost of 
building the road across the 
mountains from Cumberland 
to Uniontown, including the 
stone arch bridge, was $9,745 
per mile. 

Funds for construction 
were raised by the government 
from the sale of public lands in 
Ohio. It was planned to build 
the road to the Mississippi 
River, but it was finally con¬ 
structed only as far as Spring- 
field, Ohio. 

Bridges and culverts were 
well built of stone. One of the 
most a noted of the bridges 
was the "Little Crossings" 
over the Castleman River, 
then known as the "Little 
Youghioghcny." This 80-foot 
span was the largest stone arch 
in Amenca when constructed 
in 1813. It is said it was built 
larger than needed to carry 
the river water in order that 
the proposed C and O Canal 
might pass under it.

They 
were authorized to hire two 
chain carriers, a marker, a 
vaneman, a pack horse, man 
and horse to make the prelimi¬ 
nary survey. 

The route decided upon 
followed the general course of 
the old Ncmacolin Path from 
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Hot Spring Sp^s of Alleghenies 

Rt. 219 South of Uno's Restaurant • 301-387-7181

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Cumberland to the Monon- 
gahela River, passing through 
"Little Meadows." It crossed 
the Castleman at the "Little 
Crossings," the Youghioghe- 
ny at the "Great Crossings," 
and the Monongahela at Red 
Stone Old Fort (Brownsville) 
where connection was made 
with Pittsburgh by boat. 

By 1808, the right-of-way 
had been cleared one-half 
width as tar as brownsviiie. 
Contracts for construction 
of ten miles of the road west 
from Cumberland were signed 
on April 16 and May 8, 1811, 
and were completed in the fall 
of 1812. 

The next letting was in 
August 1812, a distance of 
11 miles, extending to Little 
Meadows. It was completed 
in early 1815. 

The work was thence con¬ 
tracted to the Youghioghcny 
in August 1813, and finished 
in 1817. The delay was caused 
by scarcity of laborers during 
the war, high prices, and ap¬ 
prehension of possible failure 
of the contractors. The whole 


road was not completed 
and opened to traffic to the 
Ohio until 1818. The cost of 
building the road across the 
mountains from Cumberland 
to Uniontown, including the 
stone arch bridge, was $9,745 
per mile. 

Funds for construction 
were raised by the government 
from the sale of public lands in 
Ohio. It was planned to build 
the road to the Mississippi 
River, but it was finally con¬ 
structed only as far as Spring- 
field, Ohio. 

Bridges and culverts were 
well built of stone. One of the 
most a noted of the bridges 
was the "Lattle Crossings" 
over the Castleman River, 
then known as the "Little 
Youghiogheny." This 80-foot 
span was the largest stone arch 
in America when constructed 
in 1813. It is said it was built 
larger than needed to carry 
the river water in order that 
the proposed C and O Canal 
might pass under it.

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COMPTON SCHOOL 


Compton School Approaches 150th 
Anniversary; Now At Spruce Village 


The Compton School at one 
time was located at the inter¬ 
section of New Germany and 
Chestnut Ridge Road, but was 
a number of years ago relocated 
to Spruce Village in Grantsville, 
thanks to the efforts of the late 
Dr. A Ita Schrock. The following 
historical piece about the school 
was written by Ross C. Durst 
and appeared in the March I960 
issue of the Glades Star, the 
regular publication of the Gar¬ 
rett County Historical Society. 
A t that time, the school was still 
on its original site, as noted in 
the first paragraph. 

Several interesting ac¬ 
counts of the old Compton 
School have already ap¬ 
peared in previous issues of 
the Glades Star. Since this is 
one of the few authentic log 
schoolhouses still standing in 
its original location, it seems 


to deserve some further at¬ 
tention. If an attempt is to be 
made to preserve it, it must be 
done soon. 

In the courthouse in 
Cumberland is the record of 
a deed issued by Elizabeth 
and David Compton to the 
School Commissioners of 
Allegany County, Md. T he 
date is Oct. 28, 1863. This 
was a few months after the 
battle of Gettysburg and 10 
years before Garrett County 
w'as born. 

The description of the 
lot to be conveyed is as fol¬ 
lows: “Bcginmg at a chestnut 
tree standing at the County 
Road leading from Grants¬ 
ville to Swauger’s Mill at a 
point where the Glade Road 
crosses said County Road 
and running thence W 66 ft 
to a stone; thence S. 88 ft. to 


a stone; thence E. 66 ft. to a 
stone; thence by a straight line 
to the point of beginning." 

The consideration was 
$10. This might seem to be a 
small sum to pay for a school 
lot, but it must be borne in 
mind that the lot was small, 
containing only. 13 of an acre. 
This figures out to nearly $80 
per acre; surely a good price 
for farm land in 1863, 

It suggests the possibility 
that the log building was al¬ 
ready in existence Although 
not mentioned in the deed, it 
is possible that the Comptons 
were to continue living in 
the building until the School 
Commissioners were ready to 
use it as a school after the close 
of the Civil War. 

David Compton died 
Aug. 14, 1866. His son Ross 
Compton and his bride 
Martha Engle lived in the 
building. Possibly the big 
Compton farmhouse was not 
yet completed. Their daughter

Armada Compton married 
Daniel Enlow. She is still liv¬ 
ing in Akron, Ohio, and has 
repeatedly told the writer that 
she was born in the old log 
building. 

However, when she 
reached school age, she at¬ 
tended school in the same 
building in which she was 
born. This would indicate 
that the building was taken 
over for school purposes some 
time between her birth (1872) 
and 1878. 

To the list of teachers of 
the Compton School can be 
added another name. Rev. 
Lawrence Green of Stockton, 
Calif., remembers that his first 
teacher was Gertrude Hone. 
T his was probably about 1889. 

On Aug. 5, 1901, the 
Board of Education of Gar¬ 
rett County purchased from 
Arnold Jenkins a '/i-acre tract 
along the same road, but more 
than a mile further north to¬ 
ward Grantsville and more 
centrally located. A frame 
building was built. The lot 
was carved out of an old grant 


known as the Mars Hill Tract. 
The name of the school was 
accordingly changed from the 
Compton School to the Mars 
Hill School. 

One of the first to teach 
at the new location was Law¬ 
rence Green, who had spent 
his school years at the old 
site. I taught there during the 
school year of 1910-11. It was 
my last one-room school and 
also my largest enrollment. 
If my memory serves me 
correctly, we had 52 students 
during the year. The building 
was literally “bursting at the 
seams.” 

Early in February 1911 
we held a school “entertain¬ 
ment" on a Friday night. A 
deep snow lay on the ground 
and the temperature was 
frigid. People came in sleds 
and sleighs from all directions. 
The program consisted of the 
usual recitations, declama¬ 
tions, music both oral and in¬ 
strumental, and the inevitable 
“newpaper” which chronicled 
the humorous and imaginary

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“I’VE GOT A BIKE, YOU CAN RIDE IT IF YOU LIKE..." A fairly new bicycle display is currently 
being shown at the Garrett County Transportation Museum located along Liberty Street. Oakland, 
across from the Oakland Train Station. Many of the bikes have been lent to the museum for sev¬ 
eral years by Larry Black, founder/owner of College Park Bicycles and Mt. Airy Bicycles Black 
has more than 45 years in the business, and has provided many of the unique collection of bikes 
representing over 130 years of cycling history. Above left is one of three cycles in the building with 
wooden rims. This one was built in Hagerstown in 1902. Above right is a Scarpony High Wheel bike 
manufactured in 1880 in Smithfield, N.J. This bicycle is deemed particularly interesting because 
the larger wheel is in the front rather than the rear, and pedaling requires an “up-and-down" mo¬ 
tion rather than circular to maintain balance and control. Black has been known to demonstrate 
how to ride this bike as well as others in many parades and events. He has received numerous 
awards and recognition for his involvement in civic activities, and has commented that he was 
impressed with the intent and professionalism of the GC Transportation Museum, and saw it as a 
perfect venue to share his collection. It is rumored by museum staff that Black may make an ap¬ 
pearance in this year's Autumn Glory Grand Feature Parade Additional bikes among the display » 
above are: a Woman Wheelman Special Antique Safety Bike (1897) featuring wooden rims and 
a chain skirt; a men's American Rambler (1900) with wooden rims, shaft drive system, and rear 
suspension; an early 1900 racing bike with a rare left side drive; a Ranger cycle by Mead Cycle 
Company (1920s); a child's classic cycle by Colson (1930s); a replica of the Roadmaster Luxury 
Liner by EX-Works (1948-1953 era), a three-speed Royal Prince by Hercules (1950s); and a novelty 
bicycle by Penderson featuring a Cyclone classic mix (1980s). More details on the collection will 
be provided at a later date.

T win Churches 
Road, seemed destined for 
demolition until a small lo¬ 
cal group began restoring the 
nearly 130-year-old house of 
worship in 2007 

New Germany s first re¬ 
corded church services took 
place in an old log school 
house, located on wooded 
property below and east of 
the present twin churches. 
According to Pastors & People: 
Somerset Classis , the school was 
built before 1848 on land origi¬ 
nally owned by the Swartz- 
entruber and Brenneman 
families. 

Around 1859, the com¬ 
munity remodeled the little 
school and dedicated it as a 
union church for Reformed 
and Methodist worshippers. 
The Reformed members built 
their own house of worship in 
1879, the Trinity Evangelical 


and Reformed Church, lo¬ 
cated on a hill not far from 
the school on land originally 
owned bv the Warnick family 

The Methodists continued 
to worship in the school be¬ 
fore building a new facility in 
1882 , Mount Beulah Method¬ 
ist Church (later called New 
Germany United Methodist 
Church). It was constructed 
only a tew teet trom 1 nnity. 

Mt Beulah and Trinity arc 
similar in appearance: w'hite 
unadorned structures about 
50 by 30 feet, with pulpit re¬ 
cesses. So, even after the sister 
congregations separated they 
continued to worship side by 
side in their “twin churches." 
And their descendants con¬ 
tinue to be concerned about 
the welfare of each other and 
their churches. 

When the old school was 
eventually torn down, the 
materials were sold for $100 
and the two churches split the

Retail Store 
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History Of National Road Summarized 



WHITE CAST-IRON MILE MARKERS can be found at many 
locations along the National Road. They were installed in 1835 
when the state of Maryland took over responsibility for the Na¬ 
tional Road from the federal government. The markers indicate 
how far it is to each end of the road, as well as the distance to 
the next town. 


Braddock’s Road was built 
by the troops of British Gen¬ 
eral Edward Braddock in 1755 
at the outbreak of the French 
and Indian War At that time, 
the troops were marching to 
Fort Duquesne, which is now 
Pittsburgh. They needed a 
wagon road in order to haul 
artillery and heavy supplies, 
and they primarily removed 
trees and rocks to be able to 
pass through. 

George Washington re¬ 
portedly participated in this 
campaign, traveling through 


the area five times between 
1753 and 1784. The road went 
from Fort Cumberland into 
Pennsylvania, then past the 
Youghiogheny River to the 
battle site with the French on 
the Monongahcla River (Brad- 
dock, Pa.). Braddock’s Road 
passed on the south side of 
what is now Grantsville. 

The National Road (cur¬ 
rently Alternate Route 40) 
was constructed between 1811 
and 1818 along the general 
route of Braddock’s Road.

Reaching from Cumberland 
to Wheeling, W.Va., it was the 
first federally funded highway 
in the United States. Congress 
approved funding for the road 
in 1806 under the administra¬ 
tion of President Thomas 
Jefferson. A sum of $30,000 
was allocated for the building 
of the road. 

The first construction con¬ 
tracts were reportedly ordered 
in the spring of 1811. The men 
used sledge hammers to break 
up the stones, then put them 
into position with shovels and 
rakes. 

By 1818, stagecoaches 
ran regularly scheduled routes 
along the road, with travel 
peaking between 1822 and 
1852. As part of the National 
Road project, construction of 
the Casselman Bridge began 
in 1813. 

In 1835, the state of Mary¬ 
land took over responsibility 
for the National Road from 
the federal government. 

According to the Greater 


Grantsville Business Associa¬ 
tion, as traffic increased, the 
road became crowded with 
horse-drawn stagecoaches, 
Conestoga wagons, freighters, 
and men on horseback. Mail 
and slaves were also moved 
along the road 

During the busiest years, 
from 1943 to 1852, up to 14 
stagecoaches a day traveled 
in each direction Pulled by 
four to six horses, each coach 
carried about a dozen passen¬ 
gers and traveled an average 
of eight miles per hour. There 
was reportedly fierce com¬ 
petition between the various 
stagecoach lines, with each 
trying to offer the best accom¬ 
modations and food, as well as 
the fastest trip. 

Ongoing repairs were 
needed to the road because 
of constant usage Traveling 
conditions could be unpleas¬ 
ant because of cold and snow, 
mud and washouts, and dust 
during dry spells Delays could 
mean that a stagecoach would 
omit scheduled stops for food 
or lodging in order to make up

for lost time. 

Inns were plentiful along 
the road, with some catering 
to the more affluent stagecoach 
passengers and others serving 
freight wagon drivers or drov¬ 
ers who herded the animals. 

After the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad reached Cumberland 
in 1842, passengers transferred 
from trains to stagecoaches at 
that stop to continue traveling 
west. 

When the railroad reached 
Wheeling in 1853, rail travel 
became more popular than

He gave it to his sister and her husband, 
Priscilla and James Drane, in about 1800. Drane was the first permanent settler in the Accident 
area, having immigrated from the tobacco farming area of Prince George’s County. He was one 
of several early farmers who attempted to grow tobacco in Garrett County. The Drane House was 
purchased by the Town of Accident in 1987, and was then reconstructed and preserved on the 
original site. The dedication service was held in 1994 It was named to the National Register of 
Historic Places on Jan. 11,1985.

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Leo Beachy Photographs Provide Unique 
Perspective Of Garrett County's History 


Leo Beachy was born in 
1874 and was one of seven 
children who lived on his fa¬ 
ther’s 553-acre Mount Nebo 
farm near Grantsville. He stat¬ 
ed in his autobiography that 
the farmhouse overlooked 
“promising prospects and 
beautiful views.” 

According to the Garrett 
County Historical Society, 
“Beachy was a schoolteacher 


and poet who at the age of 
31 turned to photography to 
express his love of the envi¬ 
ronment and his community. 
With dogged persistence, he 
photographed the hillsides 
of western Maryland while 
teaching himself to see the 
extraordinary beauty of the 
world around him.”

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Grantsville Community Museum 
History Noted By Former Mayor

The Grantsville Commu¬ 
nity Museum got its start when 
the Grantsville branch of the 
Ruth Enlow Library moved 
into its new facility. The library 
was housed in the former First 
State Bank building and had 
outgrown the facility. A com¬ 
mittee was formed to raise 
funds for the new library, and 
nearly $1 million was gener¬ 
ated, resulting in a state-of-the- 
art facility located next to the 
Grantsville Park. 

While I was mayor of 
Grantsville, 1 met with a board 
member of the library, Jack 
Caruthers, and discussed the 
possibility of turning the for¬ 
mer library into a museum. 
We decided to form a museum 
committee to look into that 
possibility. 

Maxine Broadwater, a local 
historian, was asked to join, 
and she became instrumental 
in providing artifacts to start 
the museum. However, before 
that we talked to the Garrett 
County commissioners about 
giving the property to the 
town of Grantsville. With the 
stipulation that the property 


would have to be given back 
to the county if the museum 
ever closed, the property was 
acquired by the town. 

The town council was very 
receptive to the idea of hav¬ 
ing a museum, and allocated 
operations funds to pay for 
utilities and repairs. To this 
day, the museum receives an 
annual stipend from the town 
for museum operations. 

The museum board decided 
that it would be a good idea to 
join with the Garrett County 
Historical Society. When that 
was approved, the Grantsville 
Community Museum became 
part of the society. The Grants¬ 
ville staff was given free reign, 
and the society provided assis¬ 
tance in setting up the facility. 

The first curator was Alice 
Trauger, who, along with her 
husband David, spent much 
of their time and their own 
money to get the museum start¬ 
ed. Several glass cases were 
acquired and a new floor was 
installed A Leo Beachy gallery 
was set up in a separate room, 
and the museum was able to 
enlarge and frame some of his

and forgot about it,” she ex¬ 
plained. “He got that camera 
out and took some pictures. 

When he developed them, he 
thought they were as good as 
Rembrandt.” 

Beachy suffered from 
multiple sclerosis from his 
teen years. Even as he grew 
weaker, he continued to take 
photographs. His sister Kate 
reportedly chauffered him, 
and even carried him to the 
areas where he wanted to 
work.

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The History Of Washington Spring 




As one leaves Oakland, 
Md , going west on Rt. 39 
upon a wide curve leading 
into the community of Rose- 
dale, there is a path to the 
right, which if taken will 
lead one to a spring that has 
quenched the thirst of the 
wayfaring stranger, the sum¬ 
mer visitors, and the local 
people for over 230 years. It 


Washington Spring is lo¬ 
cated along the walking path 
just west of Oakland and along 
Rt. 39. The history of the site 
is provided as follows, having 
appeared in the September 1959 
issue of The Glades Star, the 
regular publication of the Gar¬ 
rett County Historical Society. 
The piece was written by Felix 
Robinson. 


was a place frequented by the 
Indian also. 

And in these succulent 
glades with tall grass adja¬ 
cent to the spring one could 
have seen buffalo, deer, and 
elk grazing in large numbers. 
This is the kind of scene the 
first white men - fur traders 
- saw when with their pack 
horses as they travelled to and 
fro over McCullough’s Path 
This was a path that followed 
a buffalo trace (trail) from 
the Ohio to the Potomac Val¬ 
leys - and passed nearby the 
spring. Fifty-seven years later 
the states ot Maryland and 
Virginia erected a road (1787) 
from Westcrnport to Morgan¬ 
town whose routing passed 
near the spring This was the 
shortest route from the eastern 
tidewater or coast country to 
the Ohio River country - a dis¬ 
tance of 60 miles. No sooner 
did the road open than it was 
used constantly by pioneers 
going westward to make new 
settlements. 

Oakland has many distinc¬ 
tions, historically speaking. 
The first improved road from 
the Atlantic coast across the 
Allegheny mountains passed 
through this place. And the 
first railroad station to be built 
on top of any mountain in the 
world was erected in Oakland 
in 1851. 

Along this road in what 
is now Garrett County there 
were taverns, most of them 
of a very primitive order But 
at least they could accommo¬ 
date the travellers - providing 
them rest, food, and shelter 
There were two taverns not 
far from the spring. The first 
was operated by a Mr Boyle

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(a Hollander) and was located 
at the intersection of Wilson 
Creek and the Little Yough 
- about the same position as 
the Second Glades Hotel, the 
latter built in 1874. Thomas 
Walcutt of Massachusetts 
states in his journal of March 
15, 1790: "We ate a little fried 
salt pork and a bit of vension 
at Friends’ (Augustine Friend) 
and then crossed the great 
Youghiogheny. About two 
miles further on, we crossed 
the little ditto (Little Yough¬ 
iogheny) at Boyles.” 

In Enc Bollman’s letter 
dated 1796, we read: “We 
spent the second night with 
one named Boyle, an old Hol¬ 
lander. Early the next morning 
we could hear the howling of 
a wolf in the forest.” 

The other tavern was 
established about 1806 by 
William Armstrong and lo¬ 
cated further down the Little 
Yough - and on the other side 
of the spring - about where the 
Esso tank yard is now located 
This became the headquarters 
for the first post office in the 
southern part of the county 


and was known as “Yough 
Glades Post Office.” 

Three years before the first 
improved road went through 
Oakland, General George 
Washington, returning from a 
western trip in which he was 
trying to ascertain the most 
feasible canal routing from 
the Potomac to the Ohio, 
came back by Mccullough’s 
Path, stopping at Charles 
Friend’s (about 3 miles from 
the spring) on September 
26, 1784. In his journal he 
states: “From Friends I passed 
by a spring (distance three 
miles) - crossed the back 
bone (Backbone Mtn ), and 
descended into Ryan’s Glade 
Thence by Thomas Logs¬ 
don’s etc.” 

There is evidence that 
Washington was referring 
to what was later known as 
Archies Spring adjacent to 
McCullough's Path in Pleasant 
Valley. The spring that bears 
his name is located north of 
Charles Friend’s and adjacent 
to one of the branches of the 
first improved road that went

approximately the right of 
way of the present Route 7 
to Charles Friend’s where it 
connected with a road that 
went to Moorefield. 

But this was not a right 
of way until three years 
after Washington’s trip. In 
The Glades Star Vol. II 12 
p. 181 (fifth paragraph), 
we read: “A path (from the 
Oakland Hotel) led through 
the maples, oak, and pine 
trees to a spring which was 
called ‘Washington Spring.’ 
Washington stopped at this 
spring in 1784 when he jour¬ 
neyed by horseback over the 
mountains. This spring can 
still be found near the river 
below the Crellin Road.” 

This historic spring 
along the oldest trail across 
the Allegheny mountains 
and within precincts of Oak¬ 
land’s most famous summer 
resort hotel has been the well 
of deep desire for both the 
weary traveller making his 
way westward, and the mul¬ 
titudes of city folk who come 
to these mountain crests for 
the cooler clime and to drink 


the purest of water. 

Many the time as a child 
have I, with companions, 
visited Washington Spring. 
We would walk down the tan 
bark path in the springtide, 
plucking violets on our way. 
After drinking freely from 
the spring, we would fill jars 
wherein we placed the vio¬ 
lets and other flowers which 
we would take home. 

There was no path more 
frequented in my childhood 
in the environs of Oakland 
than the path to Washington 
Spring. 

Fitzhugh Coyle Golds- 
borough, internationally 
known violinist who sum¬ 
mered with his parents in 
Oakland, would upon aris¬ 
ing in the morning, before 
breakfast, walk down to the 
spring, drink from it,return 
home and to breakfast, and 
then practice his violin for 
seven hours. 

In these earlier days, 
the spring was beauti¬ 
fully embellished by a rock 
grotto from which grew 
violets. And it was roofed 
by a rounded peristyle with 
benches where the visitors 
could sit and peer down into 


the cool depths and become 
fascinated by the way the 
water bubbled up through 
white sand. 

Its place in local his¬ 
tory and sentiment is well 
established. To restore this 
place should capture the 
imagination and loyalty of 
the entire community, with 
each organization making 
generous contribution. 

I believe the Mtn. Top 
Chamber of Commerce is 
planning this restoration. If 
this organization is willing 
to assume the responsibility, 
it would seem that the other 
local organizations would 
want this project to be an 
outstanding success, as was 
the Oakland Centennial a 
decade before. This centen¬ 
nial was a success because 
it merited the support of the 
entire community. Washing¬ 
ton Spring is such a project. 

The Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad, which owns this 
spring and its environs, 
is willing to cooperate in 
a generous manner. The 
whole area could be condi¬ 
tioned as a picnic site. A new 
covering should be made 
for the spring, a suitable 


marker be erected along Rt. 
7 describing its history and 
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showing the direction to the 
spring.

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held on the day the supporting 
timbers of the bridge were re¬ 
moved. People who had seen 
the arch under construction 
said it would collapse when 
the supports were removed. 

David Shriver of Cumber¬ 
land, road construction super¬ 
intendent for the government, 
with a few laborers, on the 
night before the celebration, 
quietly removed the "key" 
of the supporting timbers. 
Shriver stood under the bridge 
and said that he might as well 
be dead, as his reputation de¬ 
pended on the arch. 

The bridge stood without 
supports, just as it stands to¬ 
day. It earned the traffic of the 
great highway for 120 years 
until the new steel bridge was 
constructed. John Elliott, now 
living in Grantsville, is a great 
grandson of Shriver, who built 
the bridge. 

The Garrett County His¬ 
torical Society has a copy of 
the contract for construction 
of this bndge, which served 
the National Road traffic over 
the Castleman River. The 
Washington County, Pa., His¬ 
torical Society has the original 
contract for the construction 
of the bridge. The contract is 
too long for publication, but 
here are some interesting notes 
from its contents: 

"Article of agreement 
made this 4th day of Septem¬ 
ber, between Abraham Kerne, 
John Bryson, contractors, and 
David Striver the part of the 
United States. The contrac¬ 
tor agrees to build across the 
'Little Youghiogheny' river on 
the ninth section of the U S. 
Western road, 30-foot span in 
the clear with a width of road 
across the arch of 26 feet. 

"The arch to be a segment 
of 120 degrees, to be three 
feet thick, etc. All materials 
to be found by the contrac¬ 
tor, except lime. Bridge to be 
completed on or before the 
first day of Nov., 1814. 

"The U.S. agrees to pay the 
contractor at the rate of $2.25 
for every perch of mason work 
in the bridge: $2,000 to be paid 
as soon as the abutments of 
the bndge are built, and $2,000 
when the bridge is half built." 

The contract concludes as 
follows: "It is hereby likewise 
provided that no member of 
Congress shall be admitted to 
any share or part in the con¬ 
tract or agreement or to any 
benefit to arise therefrom." 

The contract was signed 
and sealed by David Shnver 
and the contractors, Kerns and 
Bryson, before Jon Scott and 
M. HallamonSept. 30, 1813. 


It was approved by James 
Madison, then president of 
the U. S. 

The histone stone-arch 
bndge spanning Castleman's 
river on this side of Grantsville 
was restored and preserved for 
posterity in 1955 as a monu¬ 
ment to the earliest bridge 
construction methods in the 
United States. 

The arch structure was 
restored with an appro¬ 
priation of $20,000 by the 
state of Maryland, secured 
through the efforts of Harry 
C. Edwards, then Grantsville's 
member of the Maryland 
House of Delegates. The 
contract for the work was 
awarded to the Cumberland 
Construction Company and 
was completed in the early 
part of November 1955. 

Restoration of the old 
bridge was a dream of many 
residents of Grantsville, who 
desired to see the bndge pre¬ 
served for future generations. 

From 1813 until 1933 the 
arch bridge carried the ever- 
increasing traffic of Route 40, 
the National Pike. In 1933, 
due to the heavy increase in ve¬ 
hicular traffic, it was necessary 
to relocate the right-of-way in 
order to eliminate several haz¬ 
ardous curves, as well as the 
steep incline over the historical 
bridge The relocation project 
necessitated the erection of 
the present steel bridge some 
400 feet south of the stone 
arch bridge. Since erection of 
the new bridge, the only traffic 
which used the old bridge were 
historians, people who knew 
and enjoyed the thrill or the 
way-down-deep feeling that 
took place in one's stomach 
when crossing the arch, and 
the rural mailman who deliv¬ 
ered mail to families of "Little

When the new steel bridge 
opened for traffic in 1933, 
no provisions were made by 
the Maryland State Roads 
Commission for maintenance 
of the old thoroughfare. De¬ 
terioration of the side walls 
of the approaches forced the 
State Roads Commission to 
barricade and close the old 
historical stone arch bndge 
to a!! vehicular traffic in 1953. 


The move was called to 
the attention of Mr. Harry C. 
Edwards by citizens of "Little 
Crossings." Mr. Edwards, 
having a keen sense of pride 
in the historical value of the 
old bridge to Garrett County 
and the state of Maryland, 
assumed the responsibility of 
restoration and quietly began 
work on the project. 

After several months and 
numerous contacts with «:tat/* 


officials, he was fortunate to 
have included in the Mary¬ 
land General Construction 
Loan, Chapter 266 of the Acts 
of 1955, a sum of $20,000 
earmarked for the structure. 
Mr. Edwards had asked the 
Garrett County Historical 
Society to consider placing a 
suitable marker at the location 
and to arrange a rededication 
ceremony to be held in the

In 1955, $20,000 was al¬ 
lotted for restoration of the 
bridge. It was restored by the 
State Roads Commission. In 
1956, $3,000 was allotted for 
acquisition of land for a park. 
The land was purchased by 
the State Roads Commission 
In 1957, $5,000 was allot¬ 


ted for developing the park. It 
was developed by the Depart¬ 
ment of Forests and Parks. 
The land was cleared, patios 
and fireplaces were built, also 
other facilities provided for 
picnickers. The various clubs 
and organizations meet at 
the park for their meetings. 
Many tourists stop for lunch 
and people visit the park to 
enjoy the scenic beauty of the 
old bridge and the peaceful 
Castleman River. The children 


also enjoy fishing, even though 
there are few fish to be caught. 
They sit on the banks and at 
times go wading. 

The park is now under 
the supervision of the Depart¬ 
ment of Forests and Parks, 
New Germany unit. Mr. Ed¬ 
wards is to be congratulated 
for the effort he put into the 
project. 

Additional restorative work 
on the bridge is currently under 
way.

returned to California with 
his bride, Harriet Beachy, a 
teacher and daughter of John 
and Christina Beachy. Their 
marriage was celebrated on 
November 19, 1889, in the 
home of her aunt, Mrs. Sarah 
Beachy Ashby, at Oakland 

Mr. Enlow was principal 
of a school and president of 
the Mann County, California, 
Board ot Education, in 18V»2, 
when he was appointed an 
inspector of customs at San 
Francisco. He served at the 
port honestly and with marked 
efficiency in responsible posts 
until his retirement in 1932. 

At 91 years of age, Mr. 
Enlow resided with two sis¬ 
ters, Mary Matilda and Min¬ 
nie Jane Enlow, in a modest 
home, "Pine Crest Manor,” on

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How Did Bear Creek Church Get Its Name? 


Bear Creek Church of 
the Brethren is located near 
Accident Elementary School, 
off Accident Bittinger Road at 
1088 Brethren Church Road, 
which begs the question: Why 
isn’t the church named Acci¬ 
dent Church of the Brethren? 

“Many members are 
asked why the church is 
named Bear Creek when it is 
nowhere near Bear Creek,” 
noted a spokesperson. 

When the congregation 
was first established in the mid 
1800s, there were two other 
meeting houses. The church’s 
center and head church was 
located near Bear Creek Cove 
(north of Accident), and the 
second was located south of 
town in the area called Flat- 
woods, now Bumblebee Road. 
The Chapel at Bear Creek gave 
the congregation its name. 

The center of the church 
shifted to the Accident church, 
and since it was not near Bear 
Creek the name was changed 
to Accident. However, in 
1906, Jacob Mosser left his es¬ 
tate to the Bear Creek Church, 
so the name was changed back 
to Bear Creek Church of the 
Brethren.

Receives 20-Year, 
15-Year Sentences 

A 29-year-old Oakland 
area man pleaded guilty in 
Garrett County Circuit Court 
this week to one charge of 
first degree burglary and to 
one charge of second degree 
burglary Additional charges 
against Scott David Collins 
were dismissed upon his 
plea. 

Judge Jim Sherbin then 
sentenced Collins to 20 years 
in the Division of Corrections 
for the first degree burglary 
charge and suspended eight 
years of the sentence. For 
the second degree burglary 
charge, Collins was sentenced 
to 15 years in prison, with 
seven years suspended The 
sentences are to run concur¬ 
rently, and Collins will be on 
probation upon his release. 

In January, a neighbor 
reported suspicious foot¬ 
prints and activity around a 
residence along Bray School 
Road, and Maryland State 
Police responded. 

It was determined the 
house had been entered by the 
breaking of a rear door, a num¬ 
ber of items of property had 
been stolen, and substantial 
damage occurred throughout 
the house 

Criminal investigators 
interviewed potential wit¬ 
nesses, who directed them to 
Collins and a female juvenile 
as suspects. Both confessed 
and some of the stolen prop¬ 
erty was recovered, the state's

The juvenile was previ¬ 
ously adjudicated in juvenile 
court as delinquent and placed 
in rehabilitative treatment. 

Collins was subsequently

In Three Fatalities Last Week 


Three lives were lost in 
Garrett County this past 
week as a result of two sepa 
rate vehicle accidents, one 
investigated by Maryland 
State Police and one inves¬ 
tigated by Garrett County 
sheriffs deputies 

Maryland State Police 
responded to a single-vehi¬ 
cle accident early last Fri¬ 
day morning along 1-68 in 
Friendsville and discovered 
upon arrival two New Jer¬ 
sey residents dead and three 
others severely injured 

An initial investigation 
revealed that Kanubhat B 
Bhagat, 34, Franklin Park, 
had been driving a 2003 
Acura west on 1-68, when 
for unknown reasons the 
vehicle traveled off the left 
roadside striking the me¬ 
dian guardrail, traveled back 
across the westbound lanes, 
and struck the state highway 
sign on the north side of the 
roadway. 

The driver and front pas¬ 
senger, Pushpaben B Bha¬ 
gat. 54. Franklin Park, were 
pronounced dead at the 
scene Passenger Bhupen- 
dra Bhagat, 58, a 6-year-old 
juvenile, and a 4-year-old 
juvenile were all transported 
to Ruby Memorial Hospi¬ 
tal, Morgantown, W.Va., 
by MSP Trooper 5, Health 
Net from Ruby, and State 
Medivac 5 from Connells- 
ville, Pa 

The Maryland State Po¬ 
lice Crash Team, Friends¬ 
ville Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment, Northern Rescue 
Squad, and personnel from 
the Maryland State High¬ 
way Administration and 
the State Medical Exam¬ 
iner's Office all responded 
to the 6:30 a m. accident. 
Westbound 1-68 was closed 
for approximately six hours 


while the investigation was 
being conducted 

In a separate accident 
last Thursday evening, Mt.

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Garrett Co. Commissioners At An 
Impasse Over Zoning Ordinance 


The proposed Garrett 
County Land Use Manage¬ 
ment Ordinance is dead in 
the water When or even if it 
will be revived is not known 
at this time. 

The county commissioners 
met Tuesday morning to vote 
on the 85-page document but 
could not reach a consensus 
about its fate About 30 people 
turned out to witness the 
proceeding at the courthouse 

Director John Nelson, 
Garrett County Planning and 
Land Development, reviewed 
the formal process for adopt¬ 
ing the draft, the next step of 
which would be for the com- 
ihc 

local Planning Commission. 

Commissioner Gregan 
Crawford made a motion to 
forward the document to the 
commission for its review and 
feedback 

"I am not in favor of mov¬ 
ing it forward," Commissioner 
Bob Gatto said 

Neither he nor commission 
chair Jim Raley seconded 
Crawford's motion, and it 
died. 

Garrett is the only county 
in Maryland without county¬ 
wide zoning. Under Article 
66-B, Garrett County has the 
authority to enact land use 
regulations But polices must 
be comprehensive. The county 
cannot pick and choose which 
types of uses to allow or disal¬ 
low It can, however, regulate 
the various uses 

About six months ago, 
the commissioners and other 
county officials started ex¬ 
ploring the idea of zoning 
and began drafting a land use 
ordinance, an idea that, his¬ 
torically, has been somewhat 
taboo with previous commis¬ 
sion boards. 

The commissioners sought 
and received comments from 
the public about the proposal 
and received much feedback, 
most of which focused on 
wind turbine setbacks and 
height restrictions. Sugges¬ 
tions about setbacks from 
neighboring properties ranged 
from two to 10 times the height 
of a turbine, Raley noted. 

Crawford acknowledged 
that the current draft is not 
perfect, that some changes are 
needed, but it is proactive and 
comprehensive. 

"This document that was 
drafted allows all uses in all 
areas of the county," he said 
"It is essentially performance 
zoning We've not drawn 
lines saying businesses have 
to go here, homes go there. It 
doesn't do that at all It is very 
open ended ... it is as liberal 
a document as can be devised 
or written up/developed that 
addresses some of the issues 


Raley differed, noting the 
draft docs contain restrictions. 

"The problem is, this docu¬ 
ment reaches far beyond wind 
energy," he said. "It reaches 
into the very rights that I often 
sit here and argue (against] 
(that] frustrate me from the 
government's perspective 
of getting into our personal 
lives, getting into our prop¬ 
erty rights, getting into our 
business, and limiting what 
we can do." 

He said he could not 
advance the document to 
the Planning Commission 
without first giving the state 
another "shot" at implement¬ 
ing turbine regulations. 

"Is Garrett County ready 
for comprehensive zoning?" 
Raley asked. "No. Garrett 
County is not ready." 

He made a motion to table 
the ordinance so discussions 
could be held with Del. Wen¬ 
dell Beitzcl and Sen George 
Edwards about enacting tur¬ 
bine setback legislation during 
the next General Assembly 
session 

Crawford did not approve 
the idea, but he seconded the 
motion to enable Raley to 
comment on the motion under 
proper meeting procedures. 
After Raley commented, 
Crawford and Gatto voted 
against the idea 

Gatto made a motion to 
not forward the draft to the 
Planning Commission. It was 
not seconded 

"I’m not ready for this 
document at this time,” Raley 
said "I would like to see us 
tell the legislature that we're 
dead serious this time 'You 
have to do something to ad¬ 
dress wind energy You have 
to do something to put some 
(setback] number in there' 
Otherwise, I see it as kind 
of pulling a number out of a 
hat And the thing that wor¬ 
ries me is, are we pulling the 
right number out, and are we 
really being fair? And is it re¬ 
ally that we want to put this 
whole document forward? Or 
is it really that we want some 
reasonable setbacks for wind 
energy, understanding that 
wind energy is here - it’s not 
going away." 

Raley noted that state of¬ 
ficials want to heavily regulate 
natural gas drilling in this area, 
almost bring it to a halt 

"But they want to put on 
blinders when it comes to 
wind energy," he said 

Legislators will not con¬ 
vene again in Annapolis 
until January 2013. Crawford 
indicated he did not want to 
waste time. 

"It's pointless to go back 
and demand restrictions; 
it's not going to happen,"

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Garrett County Gridlock... 

The gridlock that exists in Congress these days is 
likewise alive and well right here in Garrett County, 
as demonstrated this week in the county commission¬ 
ers' meeting room where the topic was county-wide 
zoning. What a fiasco. Despite the hundreds of hours 
expended on meetings and the creation of an 85-page 
document that would at least keep the ball roiling 
toward obtaining some kind of protection through 
comprehensive zoning, only one of the three commis¬ 
sioners - Gregan Crawford - had the courage to make 
the motion to submit the draft to the Garrett County 
Planning Commission. His motion did not receive a 
second, so it died. 

Further, a motion by Bob Gatto to not forward the 
draft to the commission (a motion that violates Rob¬ 
erts rules) did not receive a second, so that died, and a 
motion by Jim Raley to table the document until after 
the next legislative session failed by a 2-1 vote. So for 
now, the issue is not even tabled, but dead, much to 
the delight of our most vocal anti-zoning residents. 

A number of facts remain. One is that Garrett 
County is the only county in Maryland that does not 
have some kind of comprehensive zoning. So county¬ 
wide zoning is certainly not new. It seems that when 
95% of the state adopts some form of comprehensive 
zoning, does it not make sense to get on board? And 
as Commissioner Crawford said, the current proposal 
is not overly restrictive, but a flexible, performance- 
zoning plan that offers protection to property owners. 

Another fact is that wind development companies 
got a foothold in the county several years ago when 
there was no protection in place, and several more are 
poised to move in. The devastation of private property 
values and quality of life for landowners in the current 
turbine areas is what sparked the more recent push to 
get some protection through zoning. (The most vo¬ 
cal aforementioned anti-zoning spokespersons do not 
live right under those monster turbines - nor do they 
reside beside pig farms or adult bookstores.) efforts 
by local legislators to get the state to pass some wind 
turbine setback and height restrictions failed miser¬ 
ably, and repeatedly. The notion by Commissioner 
Raley that the commissioners need to tell the Mary¬ 
land legislature that "we are dead serious" about get¬ 
ting the state to pass setback and height restrictions 
for Garrett County is absolutely hilarious. Legislators 
from the other counties are not going to adopt regula¬ 
tions that our own elected officials refuse to impose. 

As Crawford said this week, "The onus is on us; it's 
our responsibility." 

Another fact is that next up for Garrett County 
is probably drilling - fracking - into the Marcellus 
shale, once the current moratorium by the state goes 
away. To then allow these companies to march into 
the county - a county in which there is no zoning - is 
absolutely terrifying. The state legislature will likely 
adopt certain regulations that the drilling companies 
will have to obey, but those will focus primarily on 
safety issues, and not zoning-related issues such as 
property values and desecration of our landscapes. 

Protection of our citizens is right at the top of the 
commissioners' charge, yet only one of them Hfcs Jhe

For anyone concerned 
about the social, economic, 
and environmental impacts 
of natural gas fracking, Mike 
Herdering's letter of last week 
raised welcome alarms and 
a host of questions about 
the consequences the prac¬ 
tice will impose on Garrett 
County. 

In the short run, of course, 
fracking will create a relative¬ 
ly small number of jobs, and 
landowners who negotiated 
favorable leases may become 
wealthier if drilling occurs. 
In the longer run, however, 
most of the profits from this 
Deal resource will be taken 
out of the area to gas com¬ 
pany corporate headquar¬ 
ters. Our region will be left 
to deal with the predictable 
effects of a boom and bust 
economy. We’ll face battered 
roads, degraded recreational 
resources, falling property 
values, disposal of enormous 
volumes of hazardous drill¬ 
ing fluids, and the potential 
for toxic seeps that pollute 
our streams and lakes, wells, 
and air. Citizen taxpayers 
will bear the risks and costs 
of fracking, while private gas 
interests will enjoy most of 
the gains. 

But anyone reading the 
"white paper" on fracking 
issued by the Garrett Coun¬ 
ty Chamber of Commerce 
would reach a very different 
conclusion They would read 
that it's the answer to our en¬ 
ergy challenges, employment 
needs, future economic pros¬ 
perity, and environmental 
sustainability. The chamber’s 
"white paper" so carefully 
presents only the positive 
side of the fracking picture 
that gas industry marketing 
teams would be hard pressed 
to conjure rosier messages. 

Th»* issiif* fnr ns Krawwr 
isn't whether the chamber of 
commerce should be able to 
promote its distinctive views 
and what it secs as the inter¬ 
ests of its member businesses 
It's whether our tax dollars, 


and those of visitors to our 
area, should directly support 
this already-wealthy and pow¬ 
erful interest group in issuing 
one-sided, misleading infor¬ 
mation to the public about the 
risks and benefits of fracking. 
This "white paper" is clear 
evidence that the chamber 
acts to advance very selective 
interests, and not those of the 
general public. 

Yet amazingly, the cham¬ 
ber receives about $500,000 
annually from the accommo¬ 
dation tax revenues! With the 
dramatic cuts in the county 
budget this year, shouldn't 
this revenue be used instead 
to support education, public 
services, infrastructure, and 
impartial information that the 
public needs? 

In a time of budget auster¬ 
ity, the county commission¬ 
ers should disconnect our 
wealthiest business interests 
- represented by the chamber 
of commerce - from these 
misspent public resources.

Last week's editorial was 
a reasonable portrait of the 
recent action taken by the 
county to amend the zoning 
code. A debate over the desir¬ 
ability of making changes to 
the zoning code one issue at a 
time is perfectly appropriate 
The zoning code is expressly 
set up as a fluid document, 
and the ability to change 
with the technology and in¬ 
novation is one thing zoning 
does well. 

I want to point out the 
fallacy of "Special Excep¬ 
tion" (SE) permitted uses. 
Garrett County relics upon 
too many SEs, and the public 
has a gross misunderstanding 
of the classification. Good 
zoning code does not allow 
neighbors to decide what 
their neighbors build, or what 
use and conditions they can 
make on private property. 

Case Law by Schultz vs 
Pritts (1981) amended the 
reality of special-exception 
uses. No longer should one as¬ 
sume that a use can be denied 
if there are issues that make 
one request somewhat less 
desirable than another Law 
requires the zoning board to 
approve the requested use 
unless there are facts and 
circumstances that show that 
the particular use proposed at 
the particular location would 
have adverse effects above 
and beyond those inherently 
associated with such a special 
exception use, irrespective of 
its location within the zone. In 
short, it can only be denied at 
the worst location in the dis¬ 
trict. Special exceptions often 
pit neighbor vs neighbor, and 
since case law amended the 
meaning, the zoning board 
is powerless to do more than 
apply reasonable conditions 

Mr. Spangler makes other 
important points in his letter 
of June 21, saying the current 
draft ordinance can infringe 
on the use of owners' property 
rights It seems that the Plan 
Maryland folks at the state 
level are determined to set the 
use and development rules for 


all parts of Maryland, wheth 
er by zoning or not. Take care 
when you reach the point of 
opposition to "county-wide 
zoning" that makes you feel 
there is any right to keep state- 
mandated authority away 
from your property.

Completely disregard¬ 
ing his own safety, Friend stood up In what was reported as a withering barrage and 
dashed to the enemy with only a knife. In what is documented as a fierce hand-to- 
hand battle with the enemy soldier, Friend killed him before the enemy was able to 
blow up the caulei. This saveu the lives of multiple personnel. The oocument record¬ 
ing his actions states: "Specialist Four Friend's extraordinary heroism and devotion 
to duty were in keeping with the highest traditions of the military service and reflect 
great credit upon himself, his unit, and the United States Army." Persons may view 
the display for Friend at the Legion. He is pictured with Ron Friend, who introduced 
the display and also gave Friend a commemorative plaque.

I was appointed by Gov. 
O'Malley to a commission 
studying whether drilling 
for shale gas is good for 
Maryland. The governor 
has shown courage to move 
methodically, despite con¬ 
tinual irresponsible hyperbole 
broadcast by voices tor expe¬ 
dited development, including 
every elected public official in 
Allegany and Garrett coun¬ 
ties. 

I cannot speak for the com¬ 
mission, but it has already 
issued reports that are public 
record Our January report, 
in contrast to the chamber's 
white paper, cites official 
estimates by the U S. Geo¬ 
logical Survey: Based on a 
well-head price of $3.93/unit 
- far higher than the current 
price - Maryland’s Marcellus 
shale gas value ranges from 
'$2.7 billion" to '$9 3 bil¬ 
lion." Such values are based 
on geologists' estimates of the 
reserves, which include prob¬ 
abilities that the estimates 
will come true. The USGS 
median estimate (meaning a 
50-50 chance) is "$5. 1 billion" 
(page 14) 

Compared even to this me¬ 
dian $5 1 billion, the chamber 
inflates the dollar estimate by 
almost 90 percent The bank¬ 
able number ($2.7 billion) is 
a small fraction of the cham¬ 
ber's erroneous figure 

As for Utica gas, the latest 
information is a federal report 
called the Annual Energy 
Outlook 2012. Maximum 
Utica shale reserves are "16 
trillion cubic feet" (page 9). 
Far from being "even greater" 
than the Marcellus reserve, as 
the chamber alleges in its case 
for development, this figure 
represents about one-tenth of 
the Marcellus total. 

Incidentally, though the 
chamber sees our county 
becoming "a leader in supply¬ 
ing natural gas to the eastern 
United States," federal esti¬ 
mates of the maximum gas 
available in Eastern shales 
would last our country, at 
present consumption, less 
than seven years. (Energy 
Outlook 2012: total reserve of 
157 trillion cubic feet divided 
by annual U S. consumption 
of 23 tcf.). In truth, Mary¬ 
land's portion of that gas is a 
few days' supply. 

Those arc the facts.

State police at the 
scene were extremely helpful 
also, and there were two or 
three passersby who stopped 
to lend a hand. It was over¬ 
whelming and taxing of our 
limited resources, to say the 
least. 

We train hundreds of 
hours to be able to provide 
assistance in a traumatic 
situation, but nothing can 
prepare you for the effect 
that it has on your mind 


after such an event. Time j 
seemed to stop, and from the i 
time of the accident to the j 
transport to Ruby Memo¬ 
rial until Trooper 5 dropped 
me off in Friendsville once 
again, less than two hours 
had passed, and it was hard 
to believe that so many lives 
had been changed in just 
that short amount of time. 
Volunteers at the scene that 
day are connected now in an 
unspoken way, and as many 
of us handle things in differ¬ 
ent ways, there will always 
bean understanding of what 
we all felt during those short 
hours of Friday morning. 

The sign on 1-68 which 
reads "Friendsville 1 mile" 
still stands, and passersby 
will have no reason to sus¬ 
pect that such a tragedy hap¬ 
pened at that very spot ex¬ 
cept for the two wreaths and 
the five white candles that 
are placed at the bottom of 
the sign, probably by family 
members of those who have 
suffered such a tragic loss at 
mile marker 5.

On Deep Creek Lake 


WHAT MORE CAN WE ASK? 

IT WAS A GREAT WEEKEND 
by Dan Muss 

On Saturday morning, my new favorite Internet weather 
forecasting service, Weather Underground, nailed it, pre¬ 
dicting a beautiful day with wind of about 7 knots. (What 
we had, of course, was more like 0 - 7... but, this is Deep 
Creek!) PRO Stephanie Mahan set a perfect triangle course 
for the NNW wind, and all four Flying Scot fleets got off 
on their starts right on time. 

At the first windward mark, Peters was clearly ahead 
and with the rest of the Masters bunched together. On the 
second windward leg there was a bunch-up at the mark, as 
Meehan almost got into irons as he pinched up to make the 
mark. We went wide to avoid him, as Rissell came up from 
way back to round with good speed and, with a masterful 
spinnaker run, held on for second place. On that spinnaker 
run it was us, Meehan, Silverman, and Anderson all lined 
up like horses at a horse race for most of the downwind leg. 
We slipped inside Anderson at the last leeward mark, hard¬ 
ened up, sailed toward the Thousand Acres shore, picked 
up a bit, and nosed out Meehan at the finish for a third. 

In the first race of the Gold fleet, Spinnenweber tried to 
start at the committee boat, but Schaeffer forced him across 
the line early. A number of boats tacked to port fairly soon 
to head to the right side of the lake, which is often favored 
when sailing upwind toward the Glendale Bridge. Coraor 
stayed in the center and was lifted straight up the lake and 
was first at the windward mark with a comfortable lead over 
Skoog and Ericsson. 

On the downwind leg to the jibe mark, the wind began 
to die and grow shifty and, as is typical on a downwind leg, 
the wind filled in from behind, but Coraor held on to round 
first. Coraor again headed straight up the lake, while most 
of the fleet went right. 

On the second windward leg it was 9knng in the lead 
Then downwind it was Skoog, Coraor, Schaeffer, and Spin¬ 
nenweber, who had made up ground from his bad start. 
Rounding the leeward mark for the final beat to the finish, 
Skoog had trouble with his spinnaker takedown. At the fin¬ 
ish, Skoog, on starboard, could have pushed Coraor to the 
lay line and taken him out, but Skoog tacked away to give 
him a shot. Skoog won by only a couple of inches. 

The course for the second race was a triangle, then 
windward-leeward. With the pin end favored, Coraor ap¬ 
proached on port, but, with 10 seconds to go, was forced 
onto starboard and could not fetch the line. So he quickly 
jibed and crossed behind the fleet leaders, who, once across 
the line, also tacked onto port. Coraor worked his way up 
the right side of the course getting some nice lifts and good 
breeze while the two leaders, Spinnenweber and Skoog, 
stayed left. 

At the first windward mark it was Spinnenweber, Coraor, 
and Skoog. At the first leeward mark it was Spinnenweber 
and Coraor increasing their lead over the rest of the fleet 
Coraor continued to follow Bruce back up to the wind¬ 
ward mark and then to the leeward mark, but gained a little 
ground as they reached the leeward mark and were not 
more than a boat length or so behind. On the final wind¬ 
ward leg it was Spinnenweber, with Coraor close behind. 
At the finish, Spinnenweber was on starboard and Coraor 
had to make a decision as to whether to tack or to duck 
behind. Coraor ducked behind him, gaining speed as thev 
sailed down and then carving up toward the finish. 

As soon as Bruce crossed us, he tacked to try to steal 
our air and beat us to the finish, but Coraor had better boat 
speed, was able to point high with the extra speed, and 
finished inches in front of Bruce. 

Two Gold fleet finishes, both by inches - a great day of 
racing. (Many thanks to Lee Coraor for this report on the 
Gold races.) 

On Sunday, PRO Jon Skoog set a triangle, windward- 
leeward course in very fluky NW wind. When we first got

Aurora To Celebrate225 Years With 
Upcoming Heritage Days Festivities 


The town of Aurora, 
W.Va., and its oldest church, 
St. Paul’s Lutheran Church, 
will soon celebrate their 225th 
anniversary with the seventh 
annual Aurora Heritage Days 
Celebration, slated for July 6, 
7, and 8. 

Aurora was founded in 
part by the Rev. John Stough, 
a Lutheran pastor, who, hav¬ 
ing traveled westward from 
Hagerstown, came to the 
area in the spring of 1787. He 
named it Salem after the He¬ 
brew word meaning "peace" 
and gathered a congregation 
of settlers into the church, 
which is now St. Paul's. 

This church has the honor 
of being the first Lutheran 
church founded in the first 
settlement west of the Al¬ 
legheny Mountains. 

The settlement subse¬ 
quently became known as 
Mount Carmel, German 
Settlement, and West Union, 
before finally assuming its 
present name, Aurora. 

The Aurora Area Histori¬ 
cal Society and the congrega¬ 
tion of St. Paul's Lutheran 
Church have extended an in¬ 
vitation to take part in activi¬ 
ties which they have planned. 

On Friday, July 6, a yard 
sale is planned from 8 a m. 
to 5 p.m. and will benefit the 
Relay for Life at the Union 
District ambulance hall. At 
5 p.m., there will be free hot 
dogs, marshmallows, pop¬ 
corn, and drinks. 

Those in attendance will 
be able to visit the Union 
District History Center and 
General Store. At 7 p.m there 
will be time set aside for ves¬ 
pers and remembrance at the 
Pioneer Cemetery, the site of 
the log church of the original 
Lutheran congregation, be¬ 
hind Dale Stemple's house. 
This spot is located across 
the road from the present 
church building just off the 
Aurora Pike. Those interested 
are asked to bring their lawn 
chairs and/or blankets for 
seating during the worship 
service. The organizers also 
ask that attendees arrive early 
and park in St. Paul’s parking 
lot to carpool or shuttle over 
to the location. 

In the event of rain, the 
service will be moved to St. 
Paul's Lutheran Church. 

On Saturday, July 7, there 
will be a meal offering chick¬ 
en or hotdogs, baked beans, 
coleslaw, a roll, and a bever¬ 
age for the price of $8. Meals 
will go on sale beginning at 
11 a m. There will also be a 
bake sale. Also beginning at 
11 a m., an Aurora history 
game will be provided by the 
Aurora Pioneer 4-H Club at 
the Union District Center. 

Two exhibits will also be 
available to the public. From 
10 a.m. to 7 p.m., a display 


of pictures, quilts, furniture, 
and glasswares will be open 
to the public at the Aurora 
Community Building. Begin¬ 
ning at 10 a.m., a display of 
pictures and history at St. 
Paul’s Lutheran Church will 
be available. At 7 p.m. a his¬ 
torical pageant is planned at 
St. Paul's Lutheran Church. 
The pageant will include a 
play. This play was written by 
the Rev. Martin Luther Peter 
and was originally performed 
in 1937. 

The yard sale to benefit Re¬ 
lay for Life will also be avail¬ 
able on Saturday from 8 a.m.

Arthurdale Heritage's New 
Deal Festival is scheduled for 
Saturday, July 14, and is de¬ 
signed to give people of all 
ages a chance to step back in 
time as America and Arthur 
dale go to war in 1942, ac¬ 
cording to festival organizers 
The festival will begin at 9:30 
a.m. that day and will feature 
artisan demonstrations, his¬ 
toric re-enactments, museum 
tours, craft market, an antique 
car, truck, and tractor show, 
quilt show, supervised kids' 
area with games and activi¬ 
ties, and other events. 

'This year, our focus is on 
Arthurdale’s contributions to 
America's war effort in 1942," 
said Jeanne Goodman, Ar¬ 
thurdale Heritage executive 
director. "Many people don't 
know how active Arthurdale 
was on the home front The 
festival is not only fun, but 
also shows life in the 1930s 
and '40s, and explores the 
interwoven history of Ar¬ 
thurdale, the New Deal, and 
World War II " 

New to the festival is the 
Traveling 219 exhibit, which 
picks up on the Smithsonian 
Channel's documentary "Soul 
of a People" and offers a can¬ 
did snapshot of rural West 
Virginia during the Great 
Depression and the early 
days of World War II Besides 
showing one-of-a-kind pho¬ 
tographs and artifacts, those 
in attendance can listen to 
stories about Eleanor Roos¬ 
evelt’s travels through West 
Virginia. Many items in this 
exhibit have never been on 
public display, according to 
Goodman 

There will be expanded 
historic re-enactments and an 
authentic World War II mill 

tary encampment, as well as a 
recruiting station Also there 
are additions to the Fratkin 
Collection Housed in the 
New Deal Homestead Mu¬ 
seum, the items arc on loan 
from Robert and Susan Frat¬ 
kin, and feature original FDR 
campaign posters. Civilian 
Conservation Corps badges, 
and National Recovery Act 
posters. Goodman said that 
the Fratkin Collection pro¬ 
vides a special opportunity 
to see rare objects that cannot 
usually be seen locally. 

One of the most popular 
events at the New Deal Fes 
tival is the antique car, truck, 
and tractor show The show 
includes some of Detroit's 


classiest machines from the 
1920s to hot rods and muscle 
cars from the 1960s and '70s 
Hosted by the Arthurdale 
Tire Kickers Club, the show 
also features antique tractors, 
including a restored tractor 
manufactured at the Recds- 
ville Co-Op Tractor Factory. 

There will be games and 
activities geared especially 
for children in the festival's 
supervised area.

CADETS TEST SKILLS AT CAMP DAWSON - Six cadets from Southern High 
School were selected to complete their attendance of the Army JROTC Cadet Challenge 
Camp (JCLC) at Camp Dawson, W.Va.

Hearing Check 
For Men Urged 
By Professional 

\ June is Men's Better 
Health Month, a time when 
local hearing care profession¬ 
als encourage all men to have 
their hearing checked, as this 
is an important health issue 
often overlooked or ignored 
by men, according to Jana 
Brown, a local doctor of 
audiology. 

Brown said that it is esti¬ 
mated that one in five Ameri¬ 
cans experience hearing loss, 
the majority of which are 
men. This can be attributed 
to the occupational and rec¬ 
reational behaviors of men. 

Men are more likely to work 
in occupations that might 
expose them to excessive 
noise or participate in noisy 
activities such as shooting, 
motorcycle riding, or wood¬ 
working. Prolonged exposure 
to loud noise is one of the 
major contributors to hearing 
loss, Brown said. 

Nearly 50 million Ameri¬ 
cans are impacted by hearing 
loss, making it the third most 
common health problem in 
the country today, just behind 
arthritis and heart disease. It 
is recommended that at age 
45, everyone should have a 
baseline hearing test as part 
of a complete annual health 
exam.

Protect Hearing July 4th 

Hearing care professionals 
also urge all people to protect 
their hearing when enjoying 
the fireworks this 4th of July 

The sound produced by 
the blast of a firework or 
firecracker at close range can 
cause permanent hearing 
damage However, according 
to Dr. Brown, a few simple 
precautions can allow people 
to enjoy the festivities of the 
4th of July holiday while still 
protecting their hearing. 

'Two types of sound expo¬ 
sure can cause noise-induced 
hearing loss: prolonged noise 
exposure or a sudden, loud, 
single burst of sound like 
a bang from a firecracker," 
said Brown. "When exposed 
to loud sounds, the delicate 
hair cells lining the inner ear 
responsible for converting 
vibrations into sound can 
become damaged, resulting 
in hearing loss." 

According to the Better 
Hearing Institute's (Bill) 
recommendation, people 
should observe fireworks 
displays from a comfortable 
distance and protect their 
ears with earplugs or other 
hearing protection. Hearing 
protection, such as earplr js, 
is readily available at pF .<ma- 
cies, hardware, an^ grocery 
stores. Disposable foam or 
silicone earplugs <u«. in¬ 
expensive practical solution 
because they provide hearing 
protection while still allowing 
users to hear conversation. 

The BHI recommends 
placing the earplugs in se¬ 
curely at the beginning of the 
fireworks display and leaving 
them in place for the entire 
show. Children in particular 
are at high risk for noise- 
induced hearing damage, so 
parents should make sure that 
their children's ears are well 
protected.

CHRYSOTILE AND CROCIDOLITE - 

TWO COMPLETELY DIFFERENT MINERALS 
by Dr. Tom Sheahen 

Q. I've seen a lot of TV commercials by lawyers that seem 
to say asbestos causes cancer. How accurate are their claims? 

A The misinformation in the public mind regarding this 
topic is great. Claimants have obtained big settlements on 
the basis of confusing two quite different substances, both 
of which go under the common name of "asbestos." That 
name goes clear back to ancient Greek times. 

The two substances of interest are crocidolite and chrys¬ 
olite. which sound similar enough that it's easy to think 
they're about the same. Both are grouped under the name 
"asbestos." But there is a world of difference between them 
Crocidolite is one of a family of amphiboles, all of which 
are harmful only i/they appear in a fibrous form Most am¬ 
phiboles are not fibrous, thus they do not cause disease. 

Both adjacent drawings are taken from the book Na¬ 
noscale by K.S. Deffeyes (MIT Press: 2009). The first com¬ 
pares the large-scale structure of the two different kinds 
of asbestos. The top drawing shows an amphibole crystal 
splitting into fibers (left), and to the right is a serpentine 
structure, looking similar to a rolled-up carpet. 

Amphiboles are found in banded iron formations , with an 
assortment of other iron minerals. Serpentine is a mixture 
of silicon-oxygen layers and magnesium-oxygen layers, 
which result in the coiled shape. These completely differ¬ 
ent minerals, crocidolite and chrysotile, should never have 
been called by the common name "asbestos," but that's his¬ 
tory. Chrysotile is the soft form of asbestos that is com¬ 
monly found wrapped around water pipes or heating ducts. 
Ninety-five percent of all asbestos use is chrysotile 

The second drawing (bottom) shows an end-on close- 
up (left) tnat compares the molecular structure of the am- 
phibolc class of chemicals (including crocidolite), and the 
coiled serpentine structure of chrysotile (right). In the left 
drawing, splitting along the weakest molecular bonds forms 
thin fibers, which cause the toxicity. In the right hand draw¬ 
ing, the silicon-oxygen layers are on the inside of the "car¬ 
pet roll," and serpentine asbestos is hardly toxic; asbestosis 
(blockage of the alveoli) can result only when exposures 
are very high over long periods of time. Chrysotile asbes 
tos does not cause mesothelioma. In fact, the rock serpentine, 
which often contains chrysotile, is the official "state rock" 
of California. 

When taken inside the human body, chrysotile is harm¬ 
less; you can eat it and it merely leaves undigested If you 
breathe in some chrysotile dust, it will dissolve in your 
lungs (it takes about a year to dissolve) and your blood car¬ 
ries it away to the waste stream Laboratory experiments 
showing this fact are summarized in the article "Chrysotile 
as a cause of Mesothelioma: An Assessment Based on Epi¬ 
demiology" by C.M. Yarborough, Critical Reviews in Toxicol¬ 
ogy, 36: 165-187(2006). 

By contrast, crocidolite doesn't dissolve for perhaps 60 
years, and thus sticks around the body long enough to cause 
big problems. The method by which cancer develops is un¬ 
known, but it appears that when fibers reside in lungs for 
long periods of time, cancer can ensue. Mesothelioma ap¬ 
pears only after 20 or more years after exposure Autopsies 
on men who died in their 70s and 80s sometimes find such 
fibers still present. 

Additional detail on this entire matter appears in several 
scientific journals: M. Ross, Environmental Geology, v. 26 tt 
3 pp 182-188 (1995); R.P Nolan et a!., Journal of Environ¬ 
mental Medicine v. 47, # 8, pp 817-825 (August 2005); plus 
a lengthy bibliography spanning 1979 to 2008. 

In particular, N. White et al., in Regulatory Toxicology and 
Pharmacology v. 52, S92 - S96 (2008), look very diligently at 
the epidemiology of mesothelioma associated with South 
African mining of crocidolite, and present this surprising 
conclusion: "No cases were associated with South African 
chrysotile. Consequently, in the vast majority of cases of 
mesothelioma, environmental exposure to asbestos oc¬ 
curred in the North Cape province, in proximity to mines, 
mills, and dumps where crocidolite was processed Cro¬ 
cidolite appears more mesotheliomagenic than amosite, and 
chrysotile has not been implicated in the disease. This is 
true for both occupationally and environmentally exposed 
individuals." 

In other words, chrysotile is innocent and crocidolite is 
guilty. 

The good news is that over 95% of all asbestos (i.e., 
chrysotile) is completely harmless (except when exposures 
are very high and of long duration). All of us have been 
breathing a little chrysotile dust for our entire lives, with no 
adverse effects. Moreover, crocidolite is very rarely found 
in domestic environments such as floor coverings and in¬ 
sulating materials. However, asbestos miners of crocidolite 
breathed the dust, which exacerbated their health problems 
many years later.

In this column I have written twice before about asbes¬ 
tos: July 25, 2007, and March 2, 2009; subscribers to The 
Republican can probably locate those in the online archives. 
I am very critical of the scary "mesothelioma" television 
ads run by law firms who are trolling for customers, and 
have written, "The most accurate term for the entire as¬ 
bestos worry is 'scam.'" The lawyers' ability to obtain big 
awards from juries is based entirely on sustaining confusion 
in the public mind, where both chrysotile and crocidolite 
are incorrectly lumped together under the common term 
"asbestos." 

The manufacturers of pipe insulation, like Johns-Man- 
ville Corp. and others, surrendered to this faulty public 
perception years ago, and established a multi-billion-dollar 
fund to pay claims, even when the claims were without 
scientific merit. By perverse logic, the existence of that 
settlement fund made it so easy to get money for anything 
vaguely related that it encouraged more lawyers to go into 
the asbestos-litigation business. The cost of running the TV 
ads is tiny compared to the revenue brought in. 

There is no free lunch. Sooner or later, all of us pay for 
this abuse in the form of higher costs of building construc¬ 
tion and consumer products.

C ustom luxury cars, glare-inducing 
diamonds and sun-soaked sum¬ 
mer homes might be nice, but 
wealthy people are sometimes as 
generous with others as they are 
with themselves. Most people 
who've imagined winning the lot¬ 
tery have envisioned helping a 
favorite charity or cause, but what 
about real-life philanthropists? 

ABC has a show for anyone 
who's ever wondered how rich peo¬ 
ple decide who's deserving of a 
piece of their wealth, 

Self-made multimillionaire and 
author Steve Kaplan lets cameras 
tag along as he engages in a unique 
experience in "Secret Millionaire," 
airing Sunday, July 1, on ABC. He 
leaves behind his privileged, posh 
life to find out how the other half 
truly lives as he takes Chicago's 
famous L-train into a poverty-strick¬ 
en neighborhood to find a group or 
organization to donate to. 

Not to be confused with the 
comedian of the same name, Kaplan 
owns several businesses and has 
written the best-selling book "Bag 
the Elephant: How to Win and Keep 
Bio Customers" amona others In 
"Secret Millionaire," he'll have a 
limited time to make his decision, 
and it won't be as simple as just 
walking into the community and 
throwing around his money 
The catch is he'll be masquerad¬ 
ing as a man who's down on his 
luck himself. Required to subsist on 
the equivalent of welfare assistance, 
Kaplan spends a week in a commu¬ 
nity in Chicago's south side, an area 
rife with gang violence and poverty. 
There, he meets people who are 
struggling to make a difference with 


such projects as an after-school pro¬ 
gram to keep kids off the streets, a 
low-income senior citizens commu¬ 
nity, and a charity that provides 
everyday items to those in need. 

Kaplan intends to dole out thou¬ 
sands of dollars from his own bank 
account to those he deems worthy.

rest To make certain you purchased 
the real deal, a certified appraisal 
should be next on your shopping list

In one word Dana Shim¬ 
rock perfectly describes her 
feelings about retiring from 
Garrett College For 23 years 
she has served the Garrett 
County community as direc¬ 
tor of the GC library 

During these final days at 
the helm, her thoughts have 
wandered into that realm of 
languid awakenings to days to 
be spent as she chooses - fill¬ 
ing her time with explorations 
of landscapes without and 
within; with distant travels 
to be close to loved ones; and 
with nurturing her creative 
energies. 

But Shimrock will deeply 
feel the absence of the work 
and the people who have fu¬ 
eled her momentum for more 
than two decades 

The GC library is more 
than a repository of books, 
journals, and digital media 
Shimrock has made it a vital 
place of learning and growth. 
It has served as a center of

drawing students, staff, facul¬ 
ty, and community residents 
The facility has changed 
dramatically over the years 
of Shimrock's tenure 

"When I started working 
here in the fall of 1989, there 
was virtually no technol¬ 
ogy available in the library," 
she said "It's exciting to 
look around now and see the 
changes We have special¬ 
ized databases for research, 
as well as access to digital 
materials. We have really 
grown from being a library 
to being a state-of-the-art re¬ 
source center," adding that all 
these changes have attracted 
ever-increasing numbers of 
people to take advantage of 
the services provided 

Under Shimrock's lead¬ 
ership the Garrett College 
Library moved into a new 
building, filled with light 
and space to accommodate 
group study rooms as well as 
individual study spaces, and 
comfortable reading nooks 
But Shimrock's work at 
GC reaches well beyond 
directing library operations 
"My position here has 
allowed me to serve the com 
munity in so many ways," she 
said "I have been privileged 
and proud to serve as co-chair 
on the Bucknell Scholarship 
Committee, to work with the 
Green Environmental Com¬ 
mittee, and to help launch 
the Students in Need Group 
(SING)." 

The Bucknell Scholar¬ 
ship Committee nominates 
students to participate in the 
Bucknell University Scholars 
summer program and ulti¬ 
mately to earn a full scholar¬ 
ship to complete a degree at 
that prestigious university 
"It has been enormously 
gratifying to see GC students 
succeed at Bucknell," said 
Shimrock "It is an opportu¬ 
nity they may never have had 
without this program I con¬ 
tinue to follow our students 
as they move into their future 
roles in society" 

Strongly dedicated to pres¬ 
ervation of natural resources 
through individual actions, 
Shimrock acts on the motto 
"Think globally and act lo 
cally." She has taught a class 
titled Society and the Envi 
ronment as part ol the cuiri- 
cula for the Adventure Sports 
and the Natural Resources 
& Wildlife Technology pro¬ 
grams As a member of the 
Green Environmental Com 
mittcc she has contributed her 
creative instincts to campus¬ 
wide teaching activities 


"One of my favorite proj¬ 
ects is our annual creation 
of Christmas tree ornaments 
out of recycled materials," 
she said 

Everyone gets involved in 
this endeavor and the orna¬ 
ments are put on a Christmas 
tree which is donated to the 
Dove Center's Festival of 
Trees fundraiser 

SING, another group in 
which Shimrock participates, 
was formally organized this 
year to carry on the work that 
is endemic at GC - assisting 
those in need As a relatively 
small college campus, Gar¬ 
rett has a strong sense of 
community and a speed-of- 
light communication net¬ 
work. When someone is 
facing obstacles to his or her 
education, solutions will be 
found 

"At Garrett we are fortu¬ 
nate to know our students as 
individuals," said Shimrock 
"We may learn that a young 
single mother is struggling 
to pay her college expenses 
and care for her children So 
donations of food may be dis¬ 
creetly collected from among 
the staff and made available 
to this family " 

This year, during the grad¬ 
uation ceremony, Shimrock 
received special recognition 
for her years of service, dedi¬ 
cation, and commitment to 
the college, thi students, and 
mission of Garrett College 
She was presented with the 
Award for Outstanding Con¬ 
tributions to Garrett College 
made by a person within the 
college community 

In accepting the award, 
she made the following com¬ 
ment; "There was nothing 
that I did while 1 was here 
that I did alone We are truly 
a community college we 
work together to accomplish 
our goals." 

Working side-by-side with 
Shimrock are her library 
staff members Linda Tomb- 
lin, Krista McKenzie, Ellen 
Sheaffer, and Teresa Feather. 

"1 am truly blessed to have 
a wonderful staff. We are 
family I am confident that 
I am leaving the library in 
good hands," she said. 

And what does a retired 
library director have on her 
bucket list'' 

"I plan to write a book that 
I have been thinking about 
for several years," she said "It 
will be historical fiction based 


on a place I visited once in 
Colorado that is nch in histo¬ 
ry. I will finally have the time 
to dedicate to this project. 

"Of course, I also plan to 
travel to California for a long 
visit with my son And as a 
citizen, I plan to stay active 
in environmental issues, such 
as the debate surrounding 
drilling for Marcellus shale 1 
believe it is important to be¬ 
come educated on all sides of 
these issues, increase aware¬ 
ness, and move cautiously to 
assure the protection of Gar¬ 
rett County and its citizens," 
she said. 

Wherever Dana Shim¬ 
rock goes in the future, 
her imprint will remain on 
Garrett College, reflected 
in her contributions to the 
quality of campus life For 
23 years, Garrett College 
was most definitely her GC. 

"End Of World?" 
Class On Maya 
Culture Slated 

Garrett College will offer 
a four-session class on the 
Maya culture titled "The End 
of the World?" It will be led 
by noted Maya scholar Mari¬ 
lyn M. Moors. Sessions will 
be held on Tuesdays, July 10, 
17, 24, and 31, at 1 p.m. on 
the McHenry campus. 

Moors will present infor¬ 
mation on the Maya classic 
civilization sites in Mexico, 
Guatemala, and Honduras, 
and examine what they re¬ 
veal about their society 

"We will also figure out 
how their number system and 
their calendars work, trace 
their history following the 
Spanish conquest, and look 
at their determined preserva¬ 
tion of their languages, tradi¬ 
tions, and lifestyles m present 
day Mexico and Guatemala," 
Moors said 

Moors is professor emer- 
ita of anthropology from 
Montgomery College and 
former adjunct faculty mem¬ 
ber at Frostburg State Uni¬ 
versity. She co-edited The 
Maya Diaspora Guatemalan 
Faces, New American Lives 
with James Loucky. She is a 
former national coordinator 
of the Guatemala Scholars 
Network, and now serves 
as president of the board 
of the Maya Educational 
Foundation, an organiza¬ 
tion committed to increasing 
educational opportunities 


for Maya men and women 
in Guatemala, Belize, and 
southern Mexico. Currently 
living in Friendsville, she 
has studied and traveled in 
Mexico and Guatemala since 
the 1970s.

JULY SUN - As July begins, the sun appears in front 
of the stars of Gemini, appearing to move a degree per 
day eastward relative to the stars. In early morning of July 
20, the sun enters Cancer. Both of these star groups are 
nearly lost in the sun’s glare in July. In early July, sunrises 
in Garrett County are at about 5:54 a m , while sunsets are 
at about 8:49 p.m. (14.9 hours of daylight). Around the 
end of July, Garrett County’s sunrises are at about 6:15 
a m. and sunsets occur at about 8:30 p.m. (14.25 hours of 
daylight). The above times are for places with flat eastern 
and western horizons. During July, the stars are last seen 
at around 5 a m. (early dawn) and then reappear at about 
9:40 p.m. (late dusk). 

JULY MOON - On the evenmg of July 1, the evening 
moon appears above the Scorpion, whose brighter stars 
trace out a letter “J.” The evening moon is full on July 3. 
This is the most southerly full moon of the year, so it has 
a low sky path, peaking only one third of the way up in 
the south in the middle of the night (at about 1 a m ). By 
July 9, the moon will have left the evening sky, rising after 
midnight. On July 11, the moon appears half full (like a 
reversed “D”) in the southern dawn sky. On July 15, a 
narrow crescent moon will appear near the bright planet 
Jupiter and brilliant Venus in the eastern 5:15 a.m. dawn 
The moon swings from the morning to the evening side of 
the sun early on July 19. A very narrow crescent moon may 
be sighted low in the western dusk on July 21. On July 24, 
the crescent moon will appear under the planet Mars in 
the southwestern dusk. On July 25, the evening moon will 
appear half full (1st quarter), appearing to the left of the 
twinkling star Spica and the planet Saturn (above Spica). 
As July ends, the moon is nearly full. Next month will have 
two full moons, on August 1 and 31. 

JULY PLANETS - The five nearest planets are easily 
seen by eye, four of them shining steadily in contrast to the 
twinkling stars. Of the five, Mercury is usually the most 
difficult to see In the first week of July, the planet Mercury 
is setting more than an hour after sunset, appearing in the 
star group Cancer. The best chance to see this elusive planet 
will be from a site with a flat western honzon about 9:30 
p.m using binoculars. The brilliant planet Venus blossoms 
in the eastern dawn as its rising time changes from 4 a.m 
to 3 a.m. (An earlier rising time means that Venus will be 
higher in the sky if you observe it at 5 a m.) During July, the 
planet Mars moves from western to central Virgo, appearing 
low in the west as it gets dark. To the left of Mars is the 
planet Saturn and the bright star Spica Mars will move past 
Spica and Saturn in mid-August. In July, the planet Jupiter 
is a morning object in the star group Taurus.

A group of Kitzmiller area 
residents met with the Garrett 
County commissioners on 
Tuesday morning to discuss 
their plans to start a public 
charter school and learning 
cooperative. They requested 
use of the former Kitzmiller 
Elemental y School for those 
initiatives 

"We believe that our stu¬ 
dents in Kitzmiller deserve 
to go to school in their own 
community,” said group 
spokesperson/town council¬ 
man Matt Paugh 

Faced with significant 
state funding cuts in recent 
and upcoming years, the local 
board of education recently 
decided to close Dennett Road 
and Kitzmiller elementary 
schools, effective this fall 
The board had previously 
closed Bloomington Elemen¬ 
tary School as a cost-saving 
measure 

When the new school year 
begins next month, former 
Dennett Road students will 
attend either Broad Ford, 
Yough Glades, or Crellin 
elementary schools, while 
Kitzmiller students will be re¬ 
districted to Broad Ford The 
Dennett Road and Kitzmiller 
school buildings will eventu¬ 
ally revert to Garrett County 
government. 

"While no one questions 
that our children will receive 
a quality education at Broad 
Ford Elementary, or at any 
other school in the county, 
we truly believe that a smaller 
school closer to home is going 
to be the most beneficial to our 
students," Paugh said 

He also indicated that the 
town’s strategic plan, well-be¬ 
ing, and sense of community 
all hinge on having a school 
in Kitzmiller 


After learning in April 
that Kitzmiller Elementary 
would be closed, a group of 
concerned residents met in 
early May to discuss various 
options for keeping students 
and some type of educational 
system in the town, including 
establishing a private religious 
school, private nonsectar¬ 
ian school, homeschooling 
cooperative, and/or a public 
charter school. 

"We've formed a non¬ 
profit organization called the 
Kitzmiller Charter School 
Initiative Inc. and submitted 
our letter of interest to interim 
superintendent Sue Waggoner 
on June 8," Paugh said 

The group has not heard 
back from the Garrett County 
Board of Education yet, he 
noted, possibly because it was 
waiting for the new superin 
tendent, Dr. Janet Wilson, to 
come on board 

Paugh said public charter 
schools are designed and op¬ 
erated not by a school board, 
but by a group of found¬ 
ers, which include parents, 
educators, and community 
leaders who have flexibility 
in deciding budgets, curricu¬ 
lum, and teaching methods 
In addition, charter schools 
are tuition free and open to 
the public, employe certified 
teachers, and participate in 
state testing requirements. 

The Maryland State De¬ 
partment of Education web 
site notes that state law: 

• Allows new start-up 
schools and existing public 
schools to become charter 
schools.

Chesapeake Bay 
Restoration Fee To 
Increase On July 1 

The Garrett County com¬ 
missioners are reminding 
local property owners and 
visitors about ( two issues: the 
increase in the Chesapeake 
Bay Restoration Fee ("flush 
tax") and the new security 
system at the courthouse. 

A change in the Chesa¬ 
peake Bay Restoration Fee has 
taken place for the tax year 
beginning on July 1 Legisla¬ 
tion was passed this year in the 
Maryland General Assembly, 
doubling the fee from $30 to 
$60 annually for properties 
whose on site sewage disposal 
systems (septic system) are 
located within the Chesa¬ 
peake Bay Watershed and for 
properties that are connected 
to either a public water and/ 
or sewer system and whose 
wastewater is treated by a 
facility that discharges in the 
watershed. 

For properties that have a 
septic system and a private 
water supply, the fee will be 
reflected on the owners' an¬ 
nual property tax bills. 

For those properties lo¬ 
cated within the watershed 
that are connected to either a 
public water and/or*fewer sys¬ 
tem, this fee change equates 
to an increase from $2 50 to 
$5 per month, or $7.50 per to 
$ 15 per quarter The Bay Res¬ 
toration Fee will be reflected 
on the quarterly water/sewer 
bill for properties connected to 
a public water and/or sewer 
system. 

"The county has made 
every possible attempt to 
accurately assess the correct 
fees for every Garrett County 
property tax account," county 
administrator Monty Pagen- 
hardt "If you believe the 
Bay Restoration Fee that you 
are billed is in error, please 
contact the Garrett County 
Department of Financial 
Services at 301 -334 8985 or by 
e mail at bayrestorationfeefo) 
garrettcounty org.

County Public Safety and 
Emergency Management, 
during a special briefing for 
the county commissioners on 
Tuesday morning 

A derecho - a rare string 
of powerful storms with 
intense lightening, rain, and 
hurricane-force winds - swept 
through the Midwest and 
mid-Atlantic region Friday 
(June 29) evening According 
to some accounts, at least 22 
people were killed, 5 million 
were left without power, and 
billions of dollars worth of 
damages occurred 

"We were quite fortunate 
that there were not more struc 
tures that had impact." Frantz 
said. "We had one reported on 
Savage River Road that was 
significant damage" 

Three trees fell on a home, 
one of which landed in a bed¬ 
room. The house was insured, 
according to Frantz. 

The director said 1,114 
county electric power custom¬ 
ers remained without service 
as of Tuesday at 7 a m., but 
he anticipated that power 
would be restored to most of 
these customers by the end 
of the day. 

As of Thursday morn mg, 
Potomac Edison reports that 
140 Garrett County resi¬ 
dences are still without power 
Those without electricity 
in surrounding counties are 
as follows: Allegany, 1,225; 
Preston 2,421; Tucker 185; 
Grant 117; Mineral, 117; and 
Somerset, 7. 

Utility companies have 
been working around the 
clock, since the storm hit Gar¬ 
rett County at 8:20 p.m. on 
June 29, Frantz said. Potomac 
Edison reported 147,000 of its 
area customers had lost power 
from the storm. 

Frantz noted that nearly 
every fire department in the 


cleanng roads of trees and 
debris, and as of Monday, all 
roads in the county were open 

Cooling centers/shelters 
were established Saturday 
morning and remain available 
this week to residents at the 
Friendsville Volunteer Fire 
Department, the Deer Park 
Community Volunteer Fire 
Department, and the South¬ 
ern Garrett Rescue Squad 
hall, according to Frantz. 

At the impact of the sud¬ 
den storm - with winds 
exceeding 65 miles per hour 
in some areas, according to 
Potomac Edison - Frantz said 
telephone calls into 9-1-1 were 
300-400 percent above normal 
call volume 

"On a normal day, we 
might see 75 calls," he said 

The director said local 
dispatchers handled some 
200 calls in just a three-hour 
period on Friday, and, all told, 
600 for the weekend. 

Commission board chair¬ 
man Jim Raley praised Frantz 
and the staff of the county's 
emergency management staff, 
who immediately responded 
to the crisis. Raley was at the 
Garrett County Historical 
Society event at the Pleasant 
Valley Community Center 
when the storm hit on Friday 
evening. 

"I saw the aftermath of 
the storm," Raley said about 
traveling from the center to 
his home in Finzel after the 
event "Hats off to all the 
volunteers.” 

Frantz noted that, at times 
during and after the storm, 
Garrett County sheriffs depu¬ 
ties helped answer emergency 
calls. 

"We saw the benefits of 
consolidation," the director 
said about the recent joining 
of the county's 9-1 -1 and sher¬ 
iff dispatch offices, noting that 
any "warm body" that could 
was picking up a phone

.veck it nas been. We aic tui lunate to even 
put a newspaper on the street today, given the recent 
power/telephone/fax/Internet outages as a result of 
the storm that hit the mountaintop last Friday eve¬ 
ning. America's 236th birthday falling right smack in 
the middle of the week was the icing on the cake. 

Operations were virtually dead in the water here at 
our main office in Oakland on Monday, as our com¬ 
munication with the community was essentially non¬ 
existent. Folks could not call us, and we could not call 
them. Obviously, there was no faxing capability either. 
Worse yet, we had no e-mail nor Internet capabili¬ 
ties. We were, however, extremely fortunate to have 
electricity, unlike many Garrett County residents and 
those in surrounding West Virginia counties. Power 
has yet to be restored to the homes of three of our 
employees who reside in the Cranesville area. 

There could not be a worse day than Wednesday 
as a national holiday for those of us who publish a 
weekly on Thursdays. We get along just fine when 
holidays are on Fridays and Mondays. Tuesdays are 
not too bad for us, as we still have a full day of work 
(Wednesday) to get our paper out on Thursday. When 
a holiday falls on Thursday, we publish on Wednes¬ 
day, which is a bit of a push, but is certainly doable. 

As for a few additional problems, as if the above 
were not enough, the sudden, tragic death of a good 
friend of our assistant editor made things far more 
miserable for her this week. Then the computer that 
was used to type this column was "locked up” this 
morning and was once again unable to send or receive 
e-mail.

Safe 
and responsible cannot just 
be assumed It must mean 
judicious development of 
enforceable protections to 
easure land and water are kept 
safe. It also means honest, in¬ 
telligent assessments - which 
do take time - conclude that 
real risks weighed against 
real rewards are indeed in 
the long-term interests of the 
entire countv 

To date, shale development 
has dangerously resembled 
the subprime mortgage melt¬ 
down that led to the nation's 
financial crisis. There, we 
had unscrupulous mortgage 
brokers selling loans to either 
unqualified or greedy buy¬ 
ers We had the government 
pushing "affordable housing" 
for nearly everyone, backed 
by federal guarantees, but 
no regulation behind such 
policy.

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ELECTRICAL FLOOR TILES 
by Dr. Tom Sheahen 

Q. / read about special tiles in a mall. People walk on the 
tiles and it converts the power of their footfalls into electricity. 
Wouldn't this solve a lot of our dependence on other energy 
sources? 

A. This is a nifty gimmick being developed by a Brit¬ 
ish company named Pave-gen. It was described in a re¬ 
cent National Geographic article, which can be found 
online at http://news.nationalgeographic.com/news/ 
energy/2012/05/12051 8-floor-tiles-turn-footfalls-to-elec 
tricity/. 

The text reads, "The power generated from millions of 
footfalls can be used to operate a range of low-power ap¬ 
plications, including lighting, signs, digital ads, and Wi-Fi 
zones." 

It further says that the central disc underfoot moves 
about 5 mm, or 1/5 inch, when stepped on Quite possibly 
the device involves breaking a magnetic circuit so as to send 
an electrical pulse through a coil. If you've ever struggled to 
pull a crossbar (the magnetic "keeper") off the two poles of 
a horseshoe magnet, you know that magnetic fields can be 
pretty strong. Getting your finger pinched between a pole 
and the crossbar hurts, and shows that a magnetic circuit 
likes to stay closed. Pushing down with a foot and opening 
that linkage will suddenly induce a voltage in a coil of wire 
wrapped around either pole, and hence a current will flow 

Another way to generate electrical current is via piezo¬ 
electricity, where slightly deforming certain solid crystals 
produces current. In a microphone, electricity is produced 


when a sound wave vibrates the surface of a crystal. How¬ 
ever, it would be extremely expensive to make floor tiles out 
of any piezoelectric material. 

The big question is, "How much electricity, and how 
valuable is it?" The article says each footfall equals about 7 
watts That number is a very key assumption. Moreover, the 
pulse occurs only when your foot first contacts the floor tile. 
Seven watts for '/j second works out to 3.5 Joules (J). (Think 
of a quick on-off flash of a 7-watt nightlite.) The maximum 
energy that a 90 kg (200-pound) man can transfer in such a 
step is 4 4 J, so it's in the ball park. If another walker steps 
on that tile every three seconds (a pretty steady stream of 
mall traffic), that's 1,200 pulses every hour, accumulating 
to 4,200 J. Converting Joules to kilowatt-hours, that equals 
0.00117 kWh in one hour. 

You may have seen the classroom demonstration where 
a child vigorously pumping a bicycle wheel can keep a light 
bulb shining ... until the cyclist gets tired. Rest assured that 
the amount of electricity generated by walking people is not 
going to displace other sources of electricity. 

In the National Geographic article, Pave-gen stated that 
the cost-per-tilc is declining, but still too high; but by pro¬ 
ducing large quantities with economy-of-scale, they hope 
to get the cost down to $50/tile. That certainly states the 
major obstacle very well. 

Here is how "engineering economics” looks at this ap¬ 
plication: The question is always whether or not you can 
generate significant amounts of electricity - and do it for a 
reasonable cost. Can tiles like this generate enough electric¬ 
ity to make a profit? 

The biggest wild card in any calculation is "How often 
does a mall-walker step on the plate?" That puts a big +/- 
on any calculation. Using five-J input every 3.3 seconds, 
one of these floor tiles acts as a l .5-W electrical generator. 

Presume that the target price of $50/tile is actually 
reached The "time value of money" principle says that in¬ 
vesting $50 is equivalent to having $5 per year, so it has to 
generate $5 revenue each year just to break even 

The mall doesn't have foot traffic 24/7, but use the 1.5- 
W figure anyway. In a year (8,760 hours), it generates 13

l^Wh, worth about $1.50. That’s nowhere close to breaking 
even, so no one would buy this just to generate electricity. 

Large-scale electricity generation (nuke, coal-burner, gas- 
burner) commonly has a capital cost of about $1 per watt = 
$1 billion per gigawatt; maybe $2 or $3 after litigation and 
lengthy construction delays. One $50 floor tile generating 
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1.5 W works out to $33 per watt, far above even solar pho 
tovoltaic costs. Clearly, this method will never be a system 
for generating raw electricity. 

Often in low-power applications, the value is in informa 
tion, not just electricity. Where is the exit when the build¬ 
ing is on Are? The economics gets much better whenever 
electricity is used in a high-value way Paying $50 for a 
floor tile is worth it to alert you that a burglar is in your 
otherwise unguarded home. You willingly pay far more for 
the information than for the raw electricity. 

Floor-tile electricity is sufficient to flip a switch that turns 
on a light, so that a person who enters a dark hallway finds 
the lights going on right after the very first step. That con¬ 
venience may be worth a lot in certain circumstances. There 
are many situations where a little electricity is worth far 
more than the electric company's price of 11 cents/kWh.

CAT DADDY

Your cat is making you crazy. He used to be such a good 
kitty. He used to cuddle and come when he was called. He 
*was such a happy cat, but lately he runs when you reach 
■for him and he bites, which he never did before. What's 
worse, he's started avoiding the litter box in favor of your 
closet You've had hinrsjnce he was a kitten, but you can't 
take it anymore. 

Author Jactson Galaxy says that there's a way to stop 
'Fluffy's madness. In his new book Cat Daddy (with Joel 
Derfner), you'll find out how Galaxy learned to think like 
a cat. 

For a lot of his early adulthood, Jackson Galaxy was 
in crisis. He drank too much, ate too much, and did too 
many drugs. "Eggshell-like" and prone to anger, he hardly 
'dared to dream about much more than his wish for life as 
a songwriter and guitarist, a career he thought he'd get by 
fleeing New York for Colorado. 

In Boulder, he quickly found fellow musicians, but he 
didn't find the fulfillment he sought or the paycheck he 
needed Finally, underemployed and overwhelmed, he 
learned of an opening at the local animal shelter. Maybe, 
he figured, it was time for a job with altruism, and animals 
were non-judgmental. 

To his surprise, he was good at this work, and he had a 
knack for cats in particular. 

And then he met Benny. 

With a freckle on his nose and an air of bemusement, 
Benny was certainly a unique kitty, but his former owner 
listed his problems. He wouldn't bond, hated to play, and 
he didn’t "like" her. She didn’t like him, either. 

Oh, and Benny had been hit by a car. His pelvis was 
shattered so, unable to pay the vet bills, she surrendered 
Benny to Galaxy, who promptly recognized a kindred bro¬ 
ken spirit. He took the cat in and became Benny's guardian. 

Adding another cat to an already overloaded life didn't 
seem like a smart move, but Galaxy was determined to do 
it. Just like he overcame his addictions. Just like he over¬ 
came his erroneous ideas about cats. Just like he overcame 
his pain to learn about life, from the best mentor he ever 
had... 

Readers who pick up Cat Daddy may think they're getting 
a kitty how-to, and they'd be half right. Author Galaxy does 
offer useful advice on learning to see things from a cat's 
POV, but that's not all this book's about. 

With more than just a little in-your-face-ness and some 
adults-only profanity, Galaxy lays bare his life: his addic¬ 
tions, depression, and struggles, failed relationships, and 
tentative romances. He writes chillingly of work at an ani¬ 
mal shelter and what the job entails, then he celebrates his 
stewardship of a change-hating, crotchety cat that never 
stopped teaching. 

Surprisingly, I think this book will appeal to dog lovers 
who can appreciate a wryly told story, as well as to feline 
fanciers who crave being kitty-cornered. If that's you, then

With a career beginning 
in 1979 in San Clemente, 
Calif., with the Smokey Val¬ 
ley Ramblers and Hangfire, 
Frank Maietta joined as the 
band's banjo player in 2010. 
The newest member is fiddle 
player Brandon Michael, who 
previously played with Ernie 
Bradley and Grassy Ridge. 

They have three albums - 
Bluegrass, Plain and Simple, The 
Back Creek Valley Express, and 
Real Live Bluegrass. 

From the West Virgin¬ 
ia Panhandle comes Marv 
Ashby and the High Oc¬ 
tane Band. Both traditional 
and contemporary bluegrass 
genres are showcased during 
High Octane performances. 
The band features Marv's 


aggressive flatpicking style 
and straight-ahead vocal ar¬ 
rangements. Other members 
are "Beardie” and Robbie 
Benzing. The band's latest 
CD release is titled Route 9 to 
Berkeley Springs. 

Bear Hill Bluegrass takes 
pride in playing the famil¬ 
iar bluegrass, gospel, and a 
few country songs that most 
recognize. The audience is 
invited to participate. 

The Moatsville Boys, also 
called just the Boys, mixes 
country, hillbilly, and gospel 
with traditional bluegrass 
sounds.

The Lamberts, a gospel 
group, sings at many church¬ 
es and bluegrass festivals.

"American Idol' on Pox was fol¬ 
lowed by NBC's 'The Voice," and 
Fox's "Hell's Kitchen" led to "Top 
Chef" on Bravo. Even "The View” 
and "The Talk' are often lumped 
together, though they have differ 
ent discussions and guests. 

"Big Brother” starts Season 14 
on Thursday, July 12, on CBS. 
There are several reality shows 
that put strangers in a new envi¬ 
ronment and make them compete 
against each other for a variety 
of prizes. 

But every once in a while, 
someone gets their toes stepped 
on, and the lawyers are called in. 

CBS launched "Big Brother" in 
2000, putting a group of strang¬ 
ers into a house that is fully 
equipped with video and sound 
equipment, recording their every 
move and conversation Between 
Head of Household competitions 
(which are usually based on 
physical endurance) and in-house 
alliances, the houseguests are 
gradually evicted one by one, 
until only one is left standing. 
Houseguests compete for 
$500,000 

Back in June. ABC premiered a 
series called "The Glass House" 

It features 14 people who've 



never met as they live in a house 
made entirely out of glass, with 
cameras and microphones captur¬ 
ing everything. The fate of the 
contestants is entirely in the 
hands of the viewers, who control 
every elimination and detail by 
voting online. The winner will 
take home $250,000. 

If you think those two ideas 
are quite similar, you're not the 
only one. In May, CBS sent a let 
ter to ABC president Anne 
Sweeney informing her that if 
ABC goes ahead with airing "The 
Glass House. * CBS would take0 
legal action. And since the 
ABC series premiered on 
June 18, there will likely 
be more legal recourse. 

According to the doc¬ 
umentation filed by the 
eye network on May 
10, provided by "The 
Hollywood Reporter," 

CBS is concerned 
with more than just 
a similar game

House' remarkably

19 former produc¬ 
ers and staff from 
CBS's hit reality 
television series 'Big 
Brother,' is a carbon 
copy of 'Big Brother' and an 
obvious attempt by the defen¬ 
dants to capitalize on its 
unique success," states the 
complaint. "CBS seeks to stop 
the defendant's blatant theft of 
its copyrightable expression, 
trade secrets, and other confi¬ 
dential and proprietary informa¬ 
tion." 

Now, the idea that 'Big 
Brother is watching" was hardly 


CBS's idea in the first place The 
concept was first discussed in 
George Orwell's novel "Nineteen 
Eighty-Four." Orwell presented 
the idea when describing that 
everyone is constantly being 
monitored by the government. 

The novel was released in 1949, 
and it took 50 years for someone 
to use it as inspiration for a TV 
show. 

In 1999, Veronica network in 
the Netherlands took the idea of 
constantly being watched and 
spun it into a successful 
series Since then, the 
show has erupted to 
more than 40 different 
countries, each with a 
bit of a different spin 
on the original con¬ 
cept. These exten¬ 
sions usually still 
have "Big Brother" 
- in English or 
another language 
- in the title.

Season 11 intro¬ 
duced Pandora's Box, in which

She's even married to CBS presi¬ 
dent Leslie Moonves Chen is also 
one of the visionaries and hosts of 
"The Talk," the daytime mother 
hood-themed talk show that took 
the place of "As the World Turns " 
Last season’s winner was 
27-year-old Rachel Reilly, a model 
and waitress from Las Vegas She 
first appeared in Season 12, 
when she met and fell in love 
with fellow houseguest Brandon 
Villegas Rachel and Brandon, 
now engaged, returned for 
Season 13 along with several 
other previous guests, and Rachel 
came out the winner.

She succeeds interim state 
superintendent Bernard Sa- 
dusky, who becomes execu¬ 
tive director of the Maryland 
Association of Community 
Colleges 


The state board confirmed 
Lowery's appointment in 
April. She has signed a four- 
year contract as state superin¬ 
tendent Lowery has already 
started scheduling a series 
of public meetings to listen 
and learn from education, 
parent, civic, legislative, and 
other public and stakeholder 
groups. 

"Maryland has an out¬ 
standing education system,” 
Lowery stated. ”1 am looking 
forward to working with its 
wonderful educators as we 
continue to move the state in 
a positive direction. 

"Our goal is to make cer¬ 
tain our schools prepare all 


of our children for the needs 
of the 21st century, focused 
on excellence, equity, and ef¬ 
ficiency. The world demands 
it, and our children deserve 
no less." 

Governor Martin O’Mal¬ 
ley said Maryland schools 
are poised to continue their 
improvement under Dr. Low¬ 
ery’s leadership. 

"I am pleased that Low¬ 
ery has officially joined us 
as Maryland's new state su¬ 
perintendent of schools," 
O'Malley stated. 

"We welcome her and look 
forward to building upon 
the progress we've made for 
our state's top-ranked public 
school system. Together, we 
can give our children the tools 
they need to build a better 
future." 

James DeGraffenreidt Jr., 
president of the Maryland 
State Board of Education, 
said that Lowery comes to 
the state fully prepared for the 
mission at hand. 

"Dr. Lowery is the right

Lowery has worked in 
various educational institu¬ 
tions and programs since 
1976 and has been secretary 
of education in the state of 
Delaware since 2009, where 
she distinguished herself by 
facilitating a broad-based 
statewide strategic plan¬ 
ning and grant application 
process. 


That process resulted in 
Delaware's selection as one of 
the first states to be awarded 
a federal Race to the Top 
grant. She has led efforts to 
establish Teacher and Leaders 
Effectiveness Units as well 
as Turnaround Units within 
Delaware, which have as¬ 
sisted ir. the implementation 
of the grant and the improve¬ 
ment of instructional oppor¬ 
tunities for students. 

Additionally, she has 
helped to differentiate the 
support for local school dis¬ 
tricts in an effort to assist 
them in their improvement 
efforts, as well as hold them 
accountable for student suc¬ 
cess. 

Prior to serving as the 
secretary of education in 
Delaware. Lowery was the 
superintendent in the Chris¬ 
tina School District in New 
Castle County, Del , for three 
years. She has served as an 
assistant superintendent in 
Fairfax County, Va., and as 
an area administrator in Fort 
Wayne, Ind. Other admin¬ 
istrative experiences have 
included serving as both an 
assistant principal and prin¬ 
cipal at the high school level, 
and as the minority student 
achievement monitor In ad¬ 
dition, she taught English at 
the middle and high school 
levels in Virginia 

Lowery holds a doctorate 
of education in educational 
leadership and policy studies 
from Virginia Polytechnic 
and State University, as well 
as a master of education in 
curriculum and instruction 
from the University of North 
Carolina, and a bachelor of 
arts in English and secondary 
education from North Caro¬ 
lina Central University She 
is also a nationally known 
speaker and is recognized as 
a leader among chief state 
school officials 

Dr. Sadusky served as 
interim state superintendent 
beginning on July 1, 2011. 
He replaced Dr. Nancy Gras- 
mick, who retired in 2011 
after 20 years as state super¬ 
intendent of schools.

N.Y., man was found guilty 
this week in Garrett County 
Circuit Court of possession 
with intent to distribute co¬ 
caine. Cornelius J. Walter had 
entered a not guilty plea, but 
stipulated to the facts the state 
wouldpresent at trial, leading 
to his conviction 

Walter was sentenced to 
four years in the Division of 
Corrections, with two years 
suspended Fines and costs 
totalingSl ,725 were imposed. 
He will be on probation upon 
his release from prison 

Walter was stopped along 
1-68 by Maryland State Police 
in January for a speeding 
violation. A positive canine 
alert led to a search of the 
vehicle, during which no 
drugs were found. A trooper 
had observations of behavior 
of Walter that, combined with 
the canine alert and other 
information, led to a search 
of Walter's person A large 
quantity of cocaine was found 
concealed in Walter's pants, 
the state's attorney said 

In an unrelated case, Josh¬ 
ua Robert Brown, 26, Oak¬ 
land. pleaded guilty to driving 
underthe influence of alcohol 
per se. Related charges were 
dismissed upon the plea 
Brown was sentenced to three 
years in the Division of Cor¬ 
rections. with all but 90 days 
suspended 

Brown will be on probation 
after he is released from jail 
Fines and costs totaling $445 
were also imposed. 

He was charged by Gar¬ 
rett County sheriffs deputies 
following the investigation 
of an accident that occurred 
along Bray School Road in 
February. Brown lost control 
of his vehicle as it rounded a

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Sheriff Rob Corley pro¬ 
vided an update report to Gar¬ 
rett County commissioners 
last Tuesday on the county's 
new inmate work program. 
Established in January, the ini¬ 
tiative is a joint effort between 
the GC Sheriffs Office and 
the Board of Garrett County 
Commissioners 

To date, the sheriff said, 
certain nonviolent offenders 
have provided 5,395 of free 
labor In previous years, this 
work would have been con¬ 
tracted out to bidders 

"At $7.50 an hour that's a 
$40,462 savings to the county; 
this is huge," Corley said, 
referring to recent county 
budgetary cuts. 

The commissioners praised 
the new initiative 

"Thanks for putting this 
program together," Chairman 
Jim Raley told Corley, 
Calling it a "win-win" 
situation for all involved, 
the sheriff said the program 
has provided unskilled labor 
without cost to 30 county 
properties, municipalities, and 
nonprofit agencies 

He said his office used 
the detention center in St. 
Mary's County as a blueprint 
for Garrett County's plan, 
whereby nonviolent inmates 
provide such outdoor work 
as mowing, trash pickup, and 
maintenance with minimum 
supervision costs. 

Under the county’s old 
program, a correctional offi¬ 
cer had to be with the inmate 
workers at all times. 

"So I had to pay a correc¬ 
tional officer to go out and 
supervise these inmates," 
Corley said, noting that the 
old program was not very cost 
effective 

He said the new Inmate 
Work Incentive Program 
allows him to send an in¬ 
mate out into the commu¬ 
nity. The sheriff has invited 
towns to take advantage of 
pr

brief background check, a 
designated town employee 
can pick up an inmate, take 
him to the municipality, and 
have him do work every day. 
The sheriff noted Mountain 
Lake Park mayor Leo Martin 
picks up an inmate five days 
a week to work side by side 
with town employees from 7 
a m. to 3 p.m. 

"There's no question it's a 
good program," Martin said. 
"Inmates have done a little bit 
of everything, from mowmg 
and trimming grass to build¬ 
ing walls 

"The inmates we've had 
working have good attitudes 
with good work ethics," Mar¬ 
tin added. "They like getting 
outdoors, and we haven't had 
any problems with anyone. 
We used to provide inmates 
lunch, but now the Sheriffs 
Office even packs their lunch." 

Inmates also work at 28 
county properties, which 
range from refuse collection 
sites to water treatment fa¬ 
cilities. This week, the town 
of Grantsville also picked up 
inmates for outdoor storm 
clean-up work, Corley noted. 

According to the sheriff, 
Garrett County inmates have 
mowed and cleared debris 
from 1.7 miles of trails at 
the Adventure Sports Center 
International, plus worked 
at the Oakland Cemetery, 
Youth Little League fields at 
Broadford Park, and the Gar¬ 
rett County Visitors Center in 
McHenry. 

The county jail currently 
houses 73 inmates. 

"If an inmate signs up 
for the program and does a 
good job, [he] can earn up 
to five days a month off [his] 
sentence," said Corley 

Commissioner Bob Gatto 
asked how inmates are se¬ 
lected for the work program 

"They have to be pretty 
trouble free in the jail," the 
sheriff said. "There have to be 
no violent offenses, no sex of¬ 
fenses. They have to have been 
sentenced. So you're looking 
at guys who are sentenced in 
our jail for a maximum of 18 
months, because that’s the 
longer you can be in my facil¬ 
ity. [They have to be] on good 
behavior, not cause problems, 
and are in there for minimal 
charges" 

If the work of more violent 
inmates is needed, they are 
supervised by armed guards, 
Corley indicated. 

The sheriff noted that the 
county purchased one zero- 
turn mower and two push 
mowers and pays for gasoline 
for the inmate work program. 

"When I first bit into this 
apple. I didn't know how much 
we could do," Corley said. 
"Next year, I think we'll be 
able to take care of all county 
mowing contracts, and, in the 
winter, do snow removal."

"SuGO is all about building 
sumo wrestling robots us¬ 
ing LEGO Mindstorms, so 
it's an easy way to get youth 
interested in robotics, since 
everyone loves battling ro¬ 
bots." 

The goal is for these clubs 
to then use the equipment 
to incorporate more robot¬ 
ics into their own activities. 
This could include partici¬ 
pating in national robotics 
competitions, which would 
ultimately lead to exciting 
careers in science, engineer¬ 
ing, and technology. 

Since the project’s incep¬ 
tion in late 2011, 14 clubs 
(representing 180 youth in 
the target age group) have 
received the SuGO training, 
along with a total of $13,000 
worth of robotics equip¬ 
ment. The goal is to reach 
65 clubs county wide.

i If ever there were a win-win-win endeavor, it seems 
that the new inmate work program recently instituted 
by Sheriff Rob Corley and his staff is a prime example. 

The program has already saved the county and some 
of our municipal governments well over $40,000, and 
barring some unforeseen situation, there is no reason 
tl)at it cannot continue to provide significant savings.

! The inmates who are carefully selected to partici¬ 
pate in the program, because of their good behavior 
while incarcerated, win the opportunity to get out 
fitom behind the bars one or more days each week to 
db the work at hand. 

The sheriffs office personnel who operate the jail 
win by the eligible inmates' striving to behave thcm- 
sflves when they are in their cells in order to earn 
abd to maintain the opportunity to participate in the 
program. That good behavior makes things calmer, 
quieter, and thus more manageable for the jailers on 
a day-to-day basis. 

The biggest victory, however, is for local govern¬ 
ments and ultimately the taxpayer, as demonstrated by 
the thousands of dollars in savings for necessary labor. 

Not only are taxpayer dollars saved, but those incar¬ 
cerated help "pay" for their room, board, and whatever 
other services they receive while in jail, instead of just 
sitting in there and having all of that subsidized by the 
taxpaying public. 

A case could be made that there is one loser be¬ 
cause of this program - the contractors who were 
previously hired by the county and towns to do this 
work However, in most cases, outside contractors 
were not being hired to do these jobs anyway, as town 
and county crews generally took care of them. With 
the inmates being utilized, these crews are available 
for other necessary work that might otherwise have to 
be put on hold. 

So this column w riter joins the county commission¬ 
ers this week in praising this "redesigned" program of 
Sheriff Corley, and in thanking him for his initiative 
Further, other municipal officials are encouraged to 
participate in the program, especially during these ex¬ 
tremely challenging budgetary times in which we live.

On Deep Creek Late 

I THINK I’M GETTING OLD! 
by Dan Muss 

We had really fine sailboat racing weather last weekend, 
but on Saturday, after sailing half way up the windward leg, 
1 concluded that the wind in the slot was just too heavy for 
me, so we headed home... 1 must be getting old! 

Since I didn't really sail much, I asked the PRO for the 
Saturday races, Ed Peters, to write up his impressions, 
which are as follows: 

"At 10 a m., we had a nice 8 mph breeze from the west 
and started to set up a triangle course with port roundings 
in front of the Turkey Neck Club. As we were setting the 
leeward mark, there was a significant shift, with increas¬ 
ing velocity to the north'. ~t. This required pulling the set 
marks and moving to the slot between Turkey Neck and 
Thousand Acres. 

"The course ended up being windward, leeward with 
port roundings, and the start off Poland Run. The finish 
was close to the windward mark off Holy Cross. 

"We were able to maintain the same course for both 
races, with winds for the first race between 8 and 12 mph, 
and for the second race, 5 to 8 mph." 

On Sunday the wind was a very nice 5-10 knots out of 
the NW. The PRO set a dog-leg course W through the slot 
and then NW. The problem with that course was that the 
slot tends to funnel and intensify the wind. The wind in the 
slot kept shifting between its true direction - N W - and its 
funneled direction - W. 

After the start, I took a long starboard tack into the Tur¬ 
key Neck shore and, as I tacked out on port, there was 
bunch of starboard tack boats coming at me. Just then a 
puff hit and I essentially lost control of our boat, as my wife 
let me know about it in no uncertain terms. But we didn't 
hit anyone and we sailed the course, without spinnaker, to 
finish way back in the fleet. 1 am getting old!

seems that almost every year one race ends with a really big 
thunderstorm and squall, with lots of excitement, capsizes, 
rescues, etc. This year the storm came Friday night, but 
there were still capsizes. At least one Flying Scot turned 
turtle (upside down) at its mooring during the night 

The excitement was during Sunday's race. At the start, 
Ray Gauthier's Scot capsized and lay with its sails on the 
water. Ray used the technique developed by Kevin Rissell 
at the Deep Creek Sailing School, got the boat righted, and 
sailed the race, although he was several minutes behind. 
The capsize seemed surprising since Ray is an excellent 
sailor. It turned out that Ray's tiller extension broke, and 
he fell over backwards into the lake. 

Eric Von Eckartsberg has been sailing FS #97, the old¬ 
est active racing Scot on the lake. At the jibe mark he laid 
the boat over, almost a full capsize. The spinnaker was in 
the water, but he still had enough rudder in the water to 
fall off downwind and save the day He has been gradually 
improving over the last year since he started sailing old #97. 
The boat dates from the mid 1950's, but was refurbished by 
Flying Scot Inc. and looks like new. 

On Sunday the race committee set a triangular course 
with starboard roundings, followed by a windward leeward 
course. Usually port roundings are preferred, but the wind 
direction suggested that a starboard rounding would pro¬ 
vide a better course. The wind was quite gusty, and a num¬ 
ber of sailors opted not to fly their spinnaker; some of those 
who did had a wild ride downwind. 

For the Firecracker regatta, the Lasers had a separate 
course both Saturday and Sunday.

SAVING FROZEN FOOD IN A POWER FAILURE 
by Dr. Stephen I. Parks 

Q. / had to throw out a bunch of thawed food from my 
freezer during the big power failure. Short of buying a genera¬ 
tor, what can 1 do next time? 

A. Several things. 

First of all, freezers come in two styles : "upright," where 
the door swings out like a fridge, and "chest," which opens 
at the top. When you open an upright freezer, your feet get 
cool real quick, as cold air pours out and is replaced with 
room-temperature air The freezer then has to run for a 
while to cool down that new slug of air. With a chest freez¬ 
er, the cold air is heavier so it stays put. During a power 
failure, you can open your chest freezer, but must avoid 
opening an upright Next time you buy a freezer, keep this 
in mind. 

Second, keep emergency freezer supplies on hand: sev¬ 
eral pounds of table salt in the pantry, and a few ZipIockC 
bags of ice in the freezer. When the lights go out, add a 
quarter pound of salt to each bag of ice and put them in 
the highest spot in the freezer. The ice-salt mixture can get 
as cold as -9 degrees F, but more practically it will not get 
below zero. Every 12 hours, take out the bags and pour off 
the water. Top them off with more ice and salt, then shake 
them to mix them up. This will go a long way toward sav¬ 
ing your food. 

Remember that your supermarket will sell out of ice a 
few hours after opening. I fill a couple of 1 -liter soda bottles 
to the % point with salt and ice. 1 squeeze them a bit before 
I screw the top on so there is room for expansion, and then 
stash them in the bottom of the freezer. 1 move them to the 
top during outages, and this reduces the urgency to buy ice. 

Sometimes dry ice is available. This is an excellent solu¬ 
tion if you can get enough, but don't count on being able to 
get it at all And because it sublimes (evaporates) at normal 
freezer temperatures, you cannot keep it on hand "just in 
case." 

And by the way, thawed and refrozen food may taste 
mushy, but it is safe to cat if it never warmed above normal 
refrigerator temperatures (40 F). Grocers and restaurants 
have to discard it for liability reasons if it is even partially 
thawed. 

Dr Parks has a Ph D in solid-state physics, nd most of his 
career has involved the design of sensors and instrumentation. Side 
interests include molecular biology, exotic travel, and nature study.

FSA REMINDS FARMERS OF 2012 CROP 
ACREAGE REPORTING DEADLINES 

Eric McCartney, executive director of USDA’s Farm 
Service Agency in Preston County, reminds farmers of the 
following crop acreage reporting deadlines. Reports of crop 
acreage are required for participation in many USDA-FSA 
farm programs. 

I SA programs that require annual crop acreage reports 
include the Direct and Counter-Cyclical Program (DCP), 
Average Crop Revenue Election (ACRE) Program, Conser¬ 
vation Reserve Program (CRP/CREP), Loan Deficiency 
Payments (LDPs), Marketing Assistance Loans (MALs), 
the Farm Storage Facility Loan Program, and the Nonin¬ 
sured Crop Disaster Assistance Program (NAP). 

I he remaining acreage reporting deadlines for the 2012 
crop year for West Virginia producers are as follows: 

July 16 Corn, spring oats, soybeans, and all other 
crops; 

December 17 - Fall barley and wheat, and all other fall- 
seeded small grains; and 

January 15 Apples and peaches. 

Failed acreage must be reported within 15 days of the 
disaster event and before disposition of the crop. Prevented 
planting must be reported no later than 15 days after the 
final planting date. 

Acreage reports are considered timely filed when com¬ 
pleted bv the applicable final crop reporting deadline, which 
may vary from state to state Producers should contact their 
county FSA office if they are uncertain about reporting 
deadlines. 

With the implementation of the new acreage reporting 
dates that began July 1, late-filed fees will not be assessed 
for crops with final reporting dates that fall within the time- 
frame of July 1, 2012, through June 30, 2013. 

Acreage reports on crops for which Noninsurcd Crop 
Disaster Assistance Program (NAP) assistance may be paid 
were due in the county office by the earlier of May 31 for 
noninsurable small grains and July 15 for all other crops, 
or 15 calendar days before the onset of harvest or grazing 
of the specific crop acreage being reported.

library books from the Book¬ 
mobile that used to stop every 
week at the end of our bux 
I used to check out about six 
books at a time 

I learned an enormous 
amount from my free reading 
If every child got in the habit 
of always having at least one 
book at all times, it would 
boost the average student's 
performance easily and inex¬ 
pensively 

That’s if we still have pub¬ 
lic libraries available to every¬ 
one That is now questionable 
in some states because some 
believe that libraries arc a 
waste of taxpayer money 
This is extremely short-sight¬ 
ed. 

I would even read while 
I was riding my pony. It 
was just peaceful wandering 
around my farm (Not when 
I was training.) I enjoyed just 
being free in the outdoors 
and exposed to our fresh air, 
smelling the fragrance of 
things growing, or the won¬ 
derful scent of a field newly 
mown hay. 

Before we took a hay mow 
er in a particular field, I liked 
to nde through it and alarm 
the nesting meadowlarks and 
bobwhites, and the hiding 
tiny bunnies I wanted them 
to know it was time to rise 
and move out of there so they 
wouldn't get hit by the mower 

Have you ever seen a nest 
full of baby meadowlarks 
running behind their mother’’ 
There are few things so ador¬ 
able in all the world as that 
sight And they deserve a little 
foresight to help them survive 
from the onslaught of big 
dangerous human machines 

We could cut a field of 
hay by much more tender 
methods, requiring more 
persons or animal power. But 
it would lessen the amount 
of oil we would have to use 
I saw my grandfather Pappy 
Orval Glotfelty cut a large 
grass field with a sickle in a 
fairly short time It made him 
very strong and healthy, and 
he enjoyed an active, long life 
for 92 years 

I just got the most exciting 
phone call! It was from Cait- 
iin. who is back in the USA 
She called from the Chicago 
airport She will be back in 
Morgantown tonight. Mere 
is planning to run over to see 
her in the middle of the night 
But she needs to work a full 
week next week, then she 
can take a week off. She will 
go back and forth for the rest 
of summer But at least I can 
talk to her and see her now 
and again. 

She sounded very happy 
and excited from her big 
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adventure ui Vietnam. She 
has more courage than I did 
I never went to Asia That is 
half a world away. 

Well, I will remember the 
summer of 2012 as the most 
extreme swing in our temper 
atures Yesterday, it was cool 
enough that 1 was thinking 
about heating oil, and then 


I woke up on Wednesday 
muming at 6 a.m. because it 
was so essential to open my 
front door and let cool air 
in ASAP Now it feels kind 
of normal Like Goldilocks' 
porridge - not too hot, not 
too cold, but just right. 

But the forecasters predict 
that it will be very hot again 
soon. They say the eastern 


seaboard might get to 100 

degrees soon. That is way 
too hot.

We live in a world that is 
immodest in so many ways. 

Some athletes and performers boast immodestly of their skill 
and prowess in ways which would make the humbler athletes 
and performers of bygone eras blush. But, we are also 
immodest in a more literal and physical way, that is, by how 
much of our bodies we put on display. A hundred years ago, 
ladies and gentlemen considered it unseemly if they were not 
covered almost literally from the neck down. Now it seems that 
necklines and waistlines have plunged to the point where very

Too much of a 'Bad' thing: Drugs and drama 
abound in the final season of AMC hit

B ryan Cranston is so bad, fid's 
good. He's great, in fact •• so 
great, the actor has earned three 
Emmy wins for his role as Walter 
White in AMC’s "Breaking Bad," a 
role he's set to reprise in the pie 
miere of the series' fifth and final 
season, airing Sunday. July 15. 

In an unconventional move, *• 
AMC will present the final season 
of "Breaking Bad," which follows 
former chemistry teacher White 
as he sinks deeper and deeper 
into the seedy drug underworld, 
over the course of two summers 
Consisting of 16 episodes in 
total, Season S begins this sum¬ 
mer with eight of those episocfes, 
but the series conclusion isn't set 
to hit TV screens until Summer 
2013. While it may be unortho¬ 
dox. the strategy will likely bode 
well for the cable channel, as it 
will keep viewers on the hook 
longer. The show has been a hit 
from the very beginning and AMC 
execs should be sad to see it go 
What began as an arguably 
noble attempt by White to secure 
his family's future in the wake of 
a cancer diagnosis has spiraled 
completely out of control. Initially, 
the teacher enlisted the help of 
former student Jesse (Aaron Paul) 
to make and distribute metham- 
phetamine in the hopes he could 
earn enough money to cover his 
cancer treatments and provide for 
his family if the unthinkable hap 
pened 

Since then, Walter and Jesse 
have become more embroiled in 
the dangerous drug trade, rising 
through the ranks from lowly 
pawns to power players. Despite 


a few falling-outs over the years, 
the duo is back together in 
Season S and ready to take on 
1 the world in the wake of last sea 
son's shocking finale Fans are 
eager to find out what will hap 
pen now that drug lord Gus 
(Giancarlo Esposito) is gone, and 
White assumes his post as king¬ 
pin. 

In addition to Paul, Cranston 
shares the "Breaking Bad' screen 
jyith Anna Gunn as his long-suf 
fering wife Skyler, R.J. Mitte as 
his son Walter Jr. (who has cere¬ 
bral palsy), Dean Norris as his 
lawman brother-in-law Hank, and 
Betsy Brandt as his sister-in-law 
Marie. Rounding out the cast are 
(mmy-winning writer Bob 
Odenkirk as lawyer Saul 
Goodman and seasoned TV 
actor Jonathan Banks as thug 
and "cleaner" Mike. 

Season S has a lot to live 
up to. Critics have been sing¬ 
ing the praises of the show 
from the very beginning 
when "Newsday” deemed 
^Breaking Bad' a "must- 
see series' after its January 
2008 premiere. The show 
hadn't lost momentum by 
last season, making several 
top series lists and even 
drawing the attention of 
Time" magazine, which herald¬ 
ed White's "I am the one who 
knocks’ line as one of the best 
TV lines of the year 

Luckily, the new season shows 
just as much promise with 
Cranston again in the leading 
role. As White, the actor dances a 
fine line between brilliance and 
madness and somehow manages 
to elicit sympathy from TV view¬ 
ers in spite of White's heinous. 


seemingly remorseless acts. In 
less capable hands, it would be a 
tough sell, but the actor has done 
his job beautifully, evidenced by 
the aforementioned Emmys. 

Cranston snagged his three 
"Breaking Bad" Emmys for the 
first three seasons of the show, 
and it's important 
to note that 
Season 4 
debuted in 
July, after 
the May 31 
cutoff for 



2011 awards. His triple win made 
him the first actor in a cable 
series to win the honor three 
consecutive times, and only the 
second actor overall to earn it 
three times in a row (after Bill 
Cosby in 1966-1968 for'I Spy"). 

"Breaking Bad" has been a 
boon for Cranston, but it was the 
Fox comedy "Malcolm in the 
Middle" (2000-2006) that made 
him a bona fide star. His work as 
hapless dad Hal earned him his 
first three Emmy nomina¬ 
tions. Other memorable 
TV credits include dentist 
Tim Whatley in NBC's 
"Seinfeld" and Buzz 
1 Aldrin HBO’s "From the
